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JOURNAL. 


The  ninety-ninth  General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  Jjf^jj^  ^'" 
of  Massachusetts  convened  at  the  State  House  in  Boston 
on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January,  being  the  second  day 
thereof,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-eight,  and  of  the  independence  of  the  United 
States  of  America  the  one  hundred  and  second.  And  the 
members-elect  of  the  House  of  Representatives  having 
assembled  in  the  Representatives'  Chamber,  were  called 
to  order  at  eleven  o'clock,  a.m.,  by  the  Hon.  John  I.  Baker 
of  Beverly,  the  senior  member-elect  present. 

By  request  of  the  presiding  officer,  prayer  was  offered 
by  the  Rev.  Lucius  M .  Sargent  of  Grafton,  a  member  of 
the  House. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Norton  of  Boston,  — 

Ordered^  That  a  committee   of  five  be   appointed  to 

inform  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  that  the  House 

has  been  called  to  order. 

Messrs.  Norton  of  Boston,  Andrews  of  Danvers,  Whit- 
more  of  Framingham,  Macomber  of  Fall  River,  and  Beach 
of  Springfield,  were  appointed  the  committee. 

Thereupon  the  Secretary  transmitted  to  the  House  a  list 
of  all  the  persons  returned  as  representatives,  with  the 
original  certificates  of  their  election,  which  had  been 
returned  to  his  office. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Shortle  of  Provincetown,  — 
Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  call  the  roll  of  the  House,  to 
ascertain  if  a  quorum  be  present. 

The  roll  was  called;  and,  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  members  having  answered  to  their  names,  the  Chair 
declared  a  quorum  present. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Prescott  of  Boston,  — 
Ordered^  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  wait 
upon  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  inform  him  that  a 
quorum  of  the  House  is  assembled,  and  that  the  members 
are  ready  to  be  qualified. 

Messrs.  Prescott  of  Boston,  Dunham  of  Pittsfield, 
Wilder  of  Lowell,  Emery  of  Lawrence,  and  Mahony  of 
Boston,  were  appointed. 

Soon  afterwards,  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  with  the 
Council  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  came  in, 
and  the  oaths  and  affirmations  required  by  the  Constitu- 
tion and  the  laws  were  administered  by  his  Excellency  to 
the  members  present,  and  subscribed  by  them  ;  after  which 
the  Governor,  the  Council,  and  the  Secretary  withdrew. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hawkes  of  Lynn,  — 
Speaker  elected.       Ordered^  That  a  committee  of  six  he  appointed  to  re- 
ceive, sort,  and  count  the  votes  for  Speaker. 

Messrs.  Hawkes  of  Lynn,  Lovell  of  Worcester,  Kimball 
of  Revere,  Kelley  of  Cambridge,  Wright  of  Holyoke,  and 
Barnes  of  Plymouth,  were  appointed.

And,  Mr.  Long  having  been  elected,  declaration  was 
made  accordingly,  and  the  Speaker  was  conducted  to  the 
chair  by  a  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Washburn  of 
Worcester  and  Dunham  of  Pittsfield,  and  spoke  as  fol- 
lows :  — 

I  am  very  grateful,  fellow-members,  for  this  mark  of 
your  confidence,  and  I  hope  to  justify  it  by  an  undivided 
attention  to  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as  your  presiding 
officer. 

The  danger  of  hasty  legislation  is  at  the  impatient  end 
of  a  long  session.  We  can  make  the  present  session  short, 
and  at  the  same  time  all  the  more  complete,  if  we  put  the 
intention  to  make  it  so  into  our  early  work,  and  not  into 
our  prospectus.  To  this  end,  if  I  .may  draw  from  the 
experience  of  three  successive  sessions^  ^  make  bold  to 
suggest ;  — 
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That  each  committee  meet  each  working-day,  so  long  as 
a  single  matter  is  on  its  docket,  until  that  docket  is  cleared ; 

That  reports  be  made  this  very  month  of  January  wher- 
ever possible,  beginning  the  next  day  after  committees  are 
appointed ; 

That  the  abundant  time  for  the  discussion  and  disposi- 
tion of  matters,  which  is  so  often  unimproved  in  the  early 
weeks,  be  utilized ; 

And  that  those  matters  with  which  the  public  mind  is 
familiar,  or  which  have  nothing  to  gain  from  retention  in 
the  committee  room,  be  launched  at  once  into  the  House. 

These  will  be  a  genuine  earnest  of  an  early  adjourn- 
ment. And,  to  the  same  end,  we  shall  probably  be  aided 
if  we  also  bear  in  mind,  that,  captivating  as  is  the  opportu- 
nity to  suggest  possibilities  of  statutory  amendment  here 
and  there,  yet  experience  in  legislative  service  teaches  that 
it  is  better  not  to  experiment  too  much,  not  to  patch 
special  cases,  but  to  meet  the  general  need  with  simple 
and  general  legislation,  careful  not  to  upset  hastily  well 
settled  orders  of  things  with  which  the  people  are  familiar. 
We  shall  thus,  without  neglecting  any  just  claim  upon  our 
attention,  reduce  our  field  of  labor  to  making  the  neces- 
sary annual  appropriations  and  to  the  few  important  mat- 
ters that  imperatively  demand  action. 

I  respectfully  suggest  also  the  plan  of  making  the  com- 
mittees on  Judiciary  and  on  Probate  and  Chancery  joint 
committees.  I  am  aware  of  no  reason  why  they  should 
not  be  joint  as  well  as  the  committees  on  Banks  and  Rail- 
roads. They  certainly  do  not  deal  with  matters  over 
which  this  branch  has  exclusive  original  jurisdiction. 
Under  the  present  system  two  hearings  are  often  necessary 
on  the  same  matter,  —  one  before  the  Senate  committee, 
the  other  before  ours :  the  committees  differ,  and,  after  more 
or  less  delay,  come  together  in  conference.  It  would  seem 
that  if  they  could,  in  the  first  instance,  jointly  hear,  and 
then  consult  upon  a  subject,  they  could  act  to  more  advan- 
tage, with  less  ultimate  delay  and  with  a  more  efficient 
concert  of  action. 

May  I  repeat  what  I  had  the  honor  to  say  two  years  ago, 
that,  in  the  matter  of  economy,  it  is  idle  to  criticise  the 
expenditures  of  the  administrative  branches  of  the  gov- 
ernment, if  the  legislature  is  lavish  in  appropriating  the 
money,  not  of  the  State  which  has  none,  but  of  our  con- 
stituents, who,  independent  of  political  parties,  demand  at 
our  hands  a  wise  frugality  ?  Inflation  is  not  limited  to  the 
currency,  though  it  began  there.     We,  too,  must  relearn 
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the  lesson  of  small  figures,  and  give  Massachusetts  time  to 
catch  her  breath.  The  conviction  is  abroad,  that  it  is  better 
to  stimulate  private  enterprise  than  to  dull  it  by  indulgent 
contact  with  the  public  resource. 

As  to  our  personal  relations,  it  is  unnecessary  to  ask  you 
to  bear  in  mind,  that  in  the  organization  of  the  House,  and 
in  endeavoring  to  apply  our  rules  upon  the  instant,  and 
with  fairness  to  all  members,  the  Chair  cannot  respond 
always  to  the  immediate  wish  of  every  member ;  and  that 
what  may  seem  irresponsiveness  to  one  is  often,  in  fact, 
only  the  recognition  due  some  other.  I  trust,  that  with 
frankness  in  our  communication,  and  with  vigor,  thorough* 
ness,  and  disinterestedness  in  our  work,  our  session  may  be 
not  only  of  value  to  our  constituents,  but  a  pleasure  and  a 
satisfaction  also  to  us.

at  the  earliest  convenience  of  the  two  branches. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Senate,  proposing  a 
joint  convention  forthwith,  for  the  purpose  of  administer- 
ing the  oaths  of  office  to  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant- 
Governor  elect.

Point  of  order. 


Motion  to  Recontider. 

Mr.  Gargan  of  Boston  moved  a  reconsideration  of  the 
vote,  whereby  the  House,  on  Friday  last,  rejected  an  order, 
offered  by  Mr.  Baker  of  Beverly,  authorizing  the  use  of 
the  Representatives*  Chamber  by  the  committee  on  the 
Liquor  Law,  for  a  public  hearing  of  representatives  of  the 
Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union.  The  motion  pre- 
vailed. The  order  was  then  amended,  on  motions  of  Messrs. 
Osgood  of  Salem,  and  Bird  of  Walpole,  and,  as  amended, 
was  again  rejected. 

Orders  of  the  Day. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Printing,  that  the 
order  relative  to  printing  the  General  Railroad  Law,  with 
Acts  in  addition  thereto,  ought  to  pass,  with  amendments, 
was  further  considered.  Upon  the  point  of  order  raised 
by  Mr.  Stone  of  Newburyport,  the  Chair  ruled  as  fol- 
lows :  — 

In  chapter  I.,  article  II.,  of  the  constitution,  I  take  it  the 
words  "bill  or  resolve"  have  a  much  broader  scope  than 
when  used  in  the  narrow  parliamentary  meaning  of  our 
rules,  and  are  really  intended  to  cover  any  law-making  ac- 
tion on  our  part.  It  is  evident,  from  the  context,  that  the 
making  of  laws  must  be  by  bill  or  resolve  passed  by  both 
branches,  and  signed  by  the  Governor,  or  duly  passed  not- 
withstanding his  objections.  To  say  that  legislation  may- 
be put  into  the  form  of  an  order  or  a  resolution,  and  that 
thereby  the  constitutional  provision  which  requires  legisla- 
tion to  be  submitted  to  the  Governor  may  be  avoided, 
would  hardly  be  claimed. 

It  is,  however,  a  well-settled  practice,  the  validity  of 
which  is  not  at  present  in  question,  if,  indeed,  it  be  question- 
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able  at  all,  that  the  General  Court  may  by  concurrent  order, 
without  adopting  the  form  of  a  bill  or  a  resolve,  and  Tirith- 
out  following  the  steps  necessary  to  make  such  a  bill  or 
resolve  a  law,  direct  certain  things  to  be  done,  —  for  in- 
stance, that  its  o£Scers  summon  or  arrest  certain  persons ; 
that  its  Clerk  give  certain  notices,  that  a  clock  be  procured, 
or  a  document  printed;  in  each  case,  however,  for  the 
use  of  the  legislature  in  the  performance  of  its  duties, — 
although,  eyen  in  these  cases,  in  payment  for  the  expendi- 
tures resulting  from  such  orders,  no  money  can  be  appro- 
priated except  by  a  regular  appropriation  bill  duly  passed 
and  made  a  law  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  constitu- 
tion in  the  case  of  bills  and  resolves. 

Beyond  this  I  fail  to  find,  in  principle  or  in  practice, 
that  the  General  Court  has  authority  to  carry  the  effect  of 
a  mere  order,  at  most,  beyond  this  extent  of  authorizing 
those  subject  to  its  authority  to  do  certain  acts,  or  procure 
certain  things,  such  acts  and  things  to  be  for  the  immediate 
use  of  the  legislature  in  the  performance  and  transaction 
of  its  business. 

Illustrations  suggest  themselves.  It  certainly  cannot  be 
said  that  one  or  both  branches  by  a  mere  order  can  author- 
ize three  thousand  uniforms  to  be  made  and  distributed 
among  the  militia  under  the  direction  of  its  commanding 
officers ;  or  a  new  building  to  be  erected  for  the  insane 
imder  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities ;  or  five 
hundred  text-books  to  be  bought,  and  given  away  in  the 
schools,  by  the  Board  of  Education :  if  so,  the  function  of 
the  Governor's  approval  or  veto  of  legislation  is  avoided, 
and  the  making  of  laws  is  a  very  different  thing  from  that 
contemplated  and  defined  in  the  constitution. 

Certainly  when,  by  a  mere  order,  the  legislature  directs 
six  hundred  copies  of  a  document  to  be  printed,  not  for 
its  own  use,  but  for,  and  to  be  distributed  abroad  and  out- 
side of  itself  by,  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  no  stretch  of 
construction  can  construe  this  order  as  having  in  view  any 
purpose  to  aid  the  legislature  in  the  immediate  transaction 
of  its  business.  Such  action  should,  therefore,  be  by  bill 
or  resolye,  and,  if  put  in  the  form  of  an  order,  is  not  in 
proper  form. 

Such  orders  have,  however,  been  so  common  in  the 
matter  of  printing,  that  the  impropriety  — which  would  be 
evident  at  once  if  it  occurred  in  the  incurring  of  any  other 
expense,  like  that  for  uniforms  for  the  militia,  or  buildings 
for  the  insane  —  does  not  seem  hitherto  to  have  been 
objected  to.    The  manner  in  which  this  practice  has  arisen, 
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is,  evidently,  that,  in  ordering  the  printing  of  documents 
liberally  for  its  own  use,  the  legislature  has  gradually 
extended  that  liberality  into  printing  them  for  others  than 
itself,  for  other  uses  than  those  of  its  immediate  business, 
for  the  convenience  of  the  various  commissioners  who  make 
reports  and  desire  copies  of  them,  and  also  for  the  general 
enlightenment  of  the  public.  But,  whether  this  liberality 
be  a  wise  measure  or  not,  it  is  certainly  something  else  than 
serving  the  limited  needs  of  the  legislature  in  doing  its 
immediate  work ;  and,  when  it  passes  beyond  that  limit, 
it  must,  like  any  other  law  or  provision  for  the  public  wel- 
fare, take  the  form  provided  by  the  constitution  for  such 
legislation. 

To  be  sure,  in  article  IV.  of  chapter  I.,  the  constitution 
gives  the  General  Court  power  to  make  "all  manner  of 
wholesome  and  reasonable  orders ; "  but  the  word  " orders" 
is  evidently  not  there  used  in  the  narrow,  parliamentary 
sense  which  applies  to  it  in  the  case  now  under  considera- 
tion. Besides,  occurring  in  connection  with  the  following 
words,  "laws,  statutes  and  ordinances,  directions  and 
instructions,"  it  refers,  I  presume,  either  to  that  legislation 
which  the  constitution  elsewhere  so  clearly  provides  shall 
be  in  the  usual  manner  of  a  bill  or  resolve  passing  both 
branches,  and  then  submitted  to  the  Governor  ;  or  else  to 
the  authorization  of  those  acts  and  things  which  are  neces- 
sary to  the  transaction  of  the  immecliate  work  of  the  body- 
authorizing  them,  and  which,  by  long  usage,  and,  I  presume, 
properly,  and  perhaps  by  inherent  right  and  necessity  of  its 
own  existence,  it  may  authorize  by  its  own  motion  in  the 
form  of  its  own  vote  or  order,  free  from  the  intervention  or 
consent  of  any  other  branch  or  department  of  the  govern- 
ment: though,  as  I  said  before,  even  in  this  latter  case,  the 
expense  so  incurred  can  only  be  paid,  or  the  Commonwealth 
pecuniarily  charged  therefor,  by  an  appropriation  bill 
passed  and  made  a  law  in  the  way  provided  in  the  constitu- 
tion. 

It  is  true,  also,  that,  under  article  X.  of  the  same  chapter 
of  the  constitution,  the  House  has  a  right  to  settle  its  own 
"rules  and  orders  of  proceeding."  But  this  general 
authority  certainly  does  not  override  the  earlier  special 
provision,  that  the  action  of  the  legislature  shall  be  laid 
before  the  Governor  before  it  can  become  a  law.  And  if 
it  is  claimed,  that,  under  this  article,  the  House  may,  if  it 
please,  make  a  rule  that  all  its  proceedings  shall  be  in  the 
form  of  an  order,  and  never  in  the  form  of  a  bill  or  resolve, 
such  a  rule  could  only  result  in  this,  that  its  orders  would 
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then  be  construed  as  included  in  the  broad  term  "  bill  or 
resolve ; "  for  it  will  hardly  be  claimed,  that,  in  any  way, 
the  Governor's  function  can  be  avoided.  Bat,  in  fact,  we 
have  no  such  rule.  If  we  had,  it  might,  perhaps,  make 
the  question  at  issue  more  difficult ;  but,  having  none  such, 
it  seems  clear  to  the  Chair  that  the  whole  meaning,  spirit, 
force,  and  implied  where  not  express  requirement  of  our 
rules,  is,  that  the  term  "order"  covers  suggestions  of 
inquiry,  instructions  to  our  committees  and  officers,  com- 
mands for  the  doing  of  acts  and  the  procuring  of  things 
necessary  in  the  discharge  of  our  immediate  work ;  and 
that  whatever  is  not  of  this  sort,  but  is  in  the  nature  of 
legislation  and  is  on  its  way  to  become  law,  must  be  in 
the  form  of  a  bill  or  resolve,  for  the  consideration  and 
careful  elaboration  of  which  we  have  rule  after  rule  ;  such 
as,  that  it  shall  be  read  three  times,  not  amended  after 
engrossment,  not  introduced  except  in  guarded  ways, 
rerened  to  the  committee  on  Finance  if  involving  the 
expenditure  of  public  money,  and  to  the  committees  on 
Third  Reading  and  Engrossment  for  further  scrutiny. 
And  when  it  is  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Chair  that 
what  should  be  in  the  form  of  a  bill  or  resolve,  protected 
by  so  many  safeguards,  has  been  put  into  the  form  of  an 
order,  protected  by  few  or  none,  even  if  there  has  hitherto, 
and  without  objection,  been  a  practice  to  that  effect,  it  is 
certainly  the  duty  of  the  Chair  to  see  that  the  proper  ^orm 
is  insisted  on,  and  that  the  evident  intent  of  our  rules  is 
effectuated. 

The  Chair  would  suggest,  in  view  of  the  importance  of 
the  point  raised,  and  in  order  that  it  may  be  definitely 
settled,  the  propriety  of  some  joint  rule  as  follows  :  — 

No  action  involving  the  expenditure  of  public  money  for  any 
other  purpose  than  the  use  of  the  legislature  shall  be  had, 
except  byoill  or  resolve  rulably  proposed  or  introduced. 

In  the  matter  in  question,  the  Chair  sustains  the  point 
of  order  raised  by  the  member  from  Newburyport. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stone  of  Newburyport,  the  ruling  of 
the  Chair,  with  the  order  suggested,  was  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Rules  and  Orders. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pillsbury  of  Boston,  the  report  of  the 
committee,  with  the  order,  was  referred  to  the  committee 
on  Railroads,  the  committee  on  Printing  being  discharged 
from  further  consideAtion  of  the  subject.  Sent  up  for 
concurrence. 

Report  of  the  committee  on  Printing,  that  the  order 
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relative  to  printing  extra  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Savings 
Bank  Commissioners  ought  to  be  adopted  in  a  new  form, 
was  considered. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  this  order,  like  the  foregoing,  was 
improperly  before  the  House,  and  must  be  laid  aside. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Osgood  of  Salem,  the  committee  on 
Printing  was  discharged  from  further  consideration  of  the 
subject,  and  the  report  and  accompanying  order  were 
referred  to  the  committee  on  Banks  and  Banking.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Read  of  Lowell,  the  following  ruling.  Question  of

Mr.  Read  of  Lowell  has  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Chair  a  doubt  felt  by  him,  but  not  stated  at  the  time,  as 
to  the  action  of  the  Chair  yesterday,  under  the  following 
circumstances :  — 

Mr.  Prescott  of  Boston  moved  to  take  from  the  table  a 
bUl.  On  the  vivorvoce  vote  the  Chair  declared  it  in  the 
negative.  At  substantially  the  same  time  Mr.  Prescott 
and  Mr.  Read  rose,  each  in  his  seat,  —  the  former  doubting 
the  vote,  with  no  verbal  recognition  from  the  Chair ;  the 
latter  saying,  **  Mr.  Speaker ; "  the  Chair  replying,  "  Mr. 
Read  of  Lowell;''  and  he  then  moving  that  the  House 
adjourn. 

In  this  juncture,  the  Chair  said  the  action  of  the  House 
must  be  on  the  doubt  of  Mr.  Prescott.  Mr.  Read  now 
suggests,  that,  having  been  recognized  by  the  Chair,  his 
motion  was  the  matter  before  the  House,  and  should  have 
been  put. 

By  our  rules,  "  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  always  first 
in  order ; "  but  this  means,  of  course,  when  it  is  in  order 
at  all,  which  is  not  always  the  case.  For  instance,  during 
the  taking  of  a  vote,  during  a  count  or  a  roll-call,  during 
the  remarks  of  a  member  who  does  not  yield  the  floor, 
such  a  motion  is  not  in  order,  and,  if  injected,  cannot  be 
put.  Nor  would  the  Chair's  recognition  of  a  member  so 
injecting  the  motion,  alone  entitle  him  to  make  it.  On 
the  contrary,  it  is  always  the  practice  of  the  Chair,  in 
courtesy,  when  a  member  addresses  it,  even  if  in  the 
midst  of  remarks  by  another  member,  to  recognize  the  in- 
terruption so  far  as  to  be  informed,  at  least,  what  the  pur- 
pose of  the  interruption  is,  for  it  may  be  justifiable.  If 
not  justifiable,  then  the  Chair  cannot  act  upon  it. 

This  being  the  case,  the  next  question  is  this:  Do  a 
viva-voce  vote,  a  doubt,  and  thereupon  a  count,  all  duly 
made,  constitute  one  entire  act ;  so  that,  till  it  is  completea, 
even  a  motion  to  adjourn  cannot  be  injected  into  it,  any 
more  than  into  the  remarks  of  a  member  holding  the 
floor? 

I  think  that  such  is  the  case ;  and  any  other  ruling  is 
full  of  danger. 

In  nothing  is  such  exactness  indispensable  as  in  a  cor- 
rect return  of  votes.  It  is  a  vital  thing.  So  jealously  is 
this  guarded,  that  the  Speaker's  return  of  a  viva-voce  vote 
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must  yield  to  the  doubt  of  a  single  member,  the  only  re- 
quisite being  that  he  shall  rise  in  his  place  for  the  purpose 
of  suggesting  the  doubt.  The  rule  does  not  even  require 
him  to  put  his  doubt  in  any  formal  way,  though  probably 
in  words.  The  maintenance  of  this  right  is  all  tne  more 
important,  when  it  is  remembered  that  such  are  the  variar 
tions  of  voices,  that  no  ear  can  distinguish  a  difference  of 
four  or  five,  or  ten  or  twenty,  in  a  vote  of  two  hundred ; 
that  the  doubt  is  greatest  when  the  vote  is  closest ;  and 
that  the  temptation  on  either  side  to  prevent  a  verification 
against  itself  in  the  declaration  of  a  viva-voce  vote  will 
always  be  greatest  when  the  vote  is  so  close  that  the 
Speaker's  ear  is  least  trustworthy. 

If,  then,  a  rule  be  established  by  which  a  quick  securing 
of  the  floor,  and  fixing  the  eye  of  the  Speaker,  should  be 
allowed  to  prevent  a  true  count  when  most  needed,  and 
when  simultaneously  another  member,  complying  with  the 
rule,  rises  to  express  his  doubt,  it  would  put  the  assembly^ 
in  the  expression  of  its  convictions,  at  the  mercy  of  chance, 
instead  of  certainty. 

It  is  no  answer  to  say,  that,  if  an  adjournment  is  per- 
mitted, in  such  a  case  the  count  might,  perhaps,  proceed 
on  re-asseml)ling ;  for,  even  if  this  were  rulable  at  all,  still, 
on  re-«ssembling,  exactly  the  same  members  are  never 
present ;  and  the  doubt  could  never  be  solved. 

Of  course,  the  member  who  doubts  a  vote  must  do  so 
within  a  reasonable  time.  If  he  neglects  to  doubt  it  till 
after  some  other  member,  clearly  and  completely  securing 
the  floor  to  himself,  has  proceeded  to  a  new  stage  in  busi- 
ness by  moving  an  adjournment,  or  making  any  other  legiti- 
.  mate  motion,  the  doubter  is  then  too  late. 

A  doubt  is  not  a  motion,  nor  debate,  nor  any  thing,  ex- 
cept an  integral  part  of  the  unity  of  a  vote,  and  &part  the 
most  vital  to  fairness  and  accuracy. 

Had  the  House  yesterday  adjourned  on  the  motion  of 
the  member  from  Lowell,  it  would  have  done  so  in  igno- 
rance and  uncertainty  as  to  whether  the  motion  to  lay  on 
the  table  prevailed  or  not ;  nor  could  this  ever  have  been 
known,  for  to-day  we  are  not  the  same  members.  And  how 
untrustworthy,  in  the  close  viva-voce  vote  that  was  taken, 
the  Speaker's  ear  was,  is  now  apparent  by  the  count,  which 
afterwards  showed,  that,  while  his  declaration  was  one 
way,  the  count  was  the  other.  Nor  could  the  doubting 
member  have  enjoyed  the  privilege  which  our  rule  dis- 
tinctly gives  him,  and  which  is  so  salutary  a  safeguard. 
Unless,  therefore,  you  determine  otherwise,  when  next  the 
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question  arises,  that  when  declaration  is  made  on  a  viva- 
voce  vote,  and  thereupon  two  members  rise  at  substantially 
the  same  time,  each  in  his  place,  the  intention  of  neither 
of  whom  is  at  first  known  to  the  Chair,  and  one  of  them, 
being  recognized  by  the  Chair,  moves  to  adjourn,  and  the 
other,  without  formal  recognition,  yet  conveys  his  doubt 
of  the  vote  substantially  at  the  same  time,  I  snail  deem  it 
my  duty  to  prefer  the  verification  of  the  vote  to  the  ques- 
tion of  adjournment ;  for  then  I  shall  aid  in  making  true 
what  otherwise  might  be  incorrect. 

The  courtesy  of  the  member  from  Lowell,  in  suggesting 
his  doubt  of  my  ruling,  gives  me  an  opportunity  to  make 
a  decision  for  future  occasions,  which  I  have  taken  the  lib- 
erty to  improve.     (See  House  Doc.  No.  18.)

"Can  the  Senate,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  1, 
section  3,  article  7,  of  the  constitution,  originate  a  bill 
appropriating  or  involving  the  expenditure  of  money  from 
the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth?" 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Osgood  of  Salem,  the  House  non- 
concurred  in  the  amendment,  and  asked  for  a  committee 
of  conference ;  and  Messrs.  Stone  of  Newburyport,  Osgood 
of  Salem,  and  C.  H.  Hill  of  Boston,  were  appointed  on  its 
part. 

Sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  House  Bill  for  the  formation  of  a  new  corporation, 
with  authority  to  purchase  and  operate  the  Ashbumham 
Railroad  in  the  town  of  Ashbumham,  came  down,  passed 
to  be  engrossed  in  concurrence  by  the  Senate,  with  an 
amendment  to  the  title,  striking  out  the  words  "  for  the 
formation  of  a  new  corporation,"  and  inserting  instead 
the  words  "to  incorporate  the  Ashbumham  Railroad 
Company."     The  House  concurred  in  the  amendment. 

The  House  Bill  fixing  the  time  and  place  of  holding 
probate  courts  in  the  county  of  Suffolk  came  down,  passed 
to  be  engrossed  in  concurrence  by  the  Senate,  with  an 
amendment.  Under  suspension  of  Rule  44  the  House, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Wentworth  of  Boston,  non-concurred  in 
the  amendment ;  and  the  bill  was  returned  to  the  Senate 
indorsed  accordingly.

License  Law. 


Special  Assignment. 

At  half-past  two  the  Chair  announced  the  special  assign- 
ment for  tliat  hour,  being  the  further  consideration  of  the 
Bill  to  amend  chapter  99  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1875, 
entitled  "  An  Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  intoxicating  li- 
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quore,"  the  main  question  being  on  ordering  the  bill  to  «• 
third  reading;  At  half-past  three,  under  the  previous  order 
of  the  House,  debate  was  closed,  and  (Mr.  Jennings  of  Fall 
River,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  bill,  having  occupied  the 
ten  minutes  allowed  under  the  rule)  the  question  was  first 
taken  on  amendments.  Amendments  moved  by  Messrs. 
Ames  of  Spencer  (amended  on  motion  of  Mr.  Smyth  of 
Worcester),  Macomber  of  Fall  River,  Peck  of  Arlington, 
Cook  of  Milford,  Jennings  of  Fall  River,  and  Wilder  of 
Lowell,  were  adopted  (tne  latter  being  an  incorporation 
into  the  bill  of  what  is  known  as  the  ^^  Moffett  Register 
System  " ). 

Mr.  Washburn  of  Worcester  moved  to  insert  a  new  sec- 
tion, to  be  numbered  section  8,  providing  that  the  num- 
ber of  licenses  granted  should  not  exceed  one  for  any  city 
or  town  having  one  thousand  inhabitants  or  less,  and  one 
additional  for  every  additional  thousand  inhabitants,  or 
majority  fraction  thereof  (not  including  special  licenses  to 
druggists  and  apothecaries).  On  this  question  the  yeas 
and  nays  were  ordered,  on  request  of  Mr.  Bird  of  Walpole, 
who  gave  notice  that  he  had  paired  with  Mr.  Washburn  of 
Worcester,  who  would  have  voted  for  the  amendment. 
ITie  roll  being  called,  the  amendment  was  adopted  by  a

Were  severally  read  a  thii:d  time,  passed  to  be  engrossed, 
and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  concerning  vagrants  was  further  considered, 
passed  to  be  engrossed,  and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  motion  of  Mr.  Chapin  of  Boston,  to  reconsider  the 
vote  whereby  the  House  on  Tuesday  indefinitely  postponed 
the  Bill  to  prevent  unauthorized  riding  upon  railroads,  was 
rejected. 

The  motion  of  Mr.  Wilder  of  Lowell,  to  reconsider  the 
vote  whereby  the  House  refused  to  order  to  a  third  read- 
ing the  Bill  to  amend  chapter  99  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
1875,  entitled  "An  Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors,"  was  earned.  Pending  the  recurring  ques- 
tion, on  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third  reading,  Mr.  Wilder 
moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  the  sections, 
except  those  relative  to  the  "  Moffett  Register  System," 
so  called.  Mr.  Norton  moved  to  amend  the  amendment 
by  adding  the  words  ''and  sections  one,  two,  and  three." 
The  amendments  were  severally  rejected ;  and  the'  bill  was 
then  indefinitely  postponed,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Prescott  of 
Boston. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Railroads,  leave  to  with- 
draw, on  petition  of    the   directors  of   the  Boston  and 
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Poughkeepsie  Railroad  Company,  for  a  loan  of  the  credit 
of  the  State  to  aid  in  Jihe  construction  of  said  road,  and 
petitions  in  aid  of  the  same,  was  further  considered.  The 
pending  motion  of  Mr  King  of  Boston,  to  amend  by  sub- 
stituting a  bill  to  aid  the  construction  of  the  Boston  and 
Poughkeepsie  Railroad,  was  rejected.  On  the  main  ques- 
tion, the  yeas  and  nays  were  ordered  on  request  of  Mr. 
Osgood  or  Salem  ;  ana,  the  roll  being  called,  the  report

Ordered^  That  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Moneybiiu. 
Court  be  required  upon  this  question  ;  viz.,  **  Is  the  power 
to  originate  a  bill  appropriating  money  from  the  State 
treasury  limited  by  the  constitution  to  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives ?  or  does  it  reside  in  both  branches  of  the 
legislature  ?  " 

The  same  gentleman  moved  that  the  Speaker's  views  on 
this  question  be  printed,  as  follows :  — 

House  of  Repeesentatives,  April  22,  1878. 

Suggestions  concerning  the  right  to  originate   money- 
bills,  the  House  having  adopted  an  order  requesting  the 
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opinion  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  upon  the  following 
question :  — 

Is  the  power  to  originate  a  bill  appropriating  money 
from  the  State  treasury  limited  by  the  constitution  to  the 
House  of  Representatives?  or  does  it  reside  in  both 
branches  of  the  legislature  ? 

The  constitution,  chapter  1,  sec;tion  3,  article  7,  provides 
that  "  all  money-bills  shall  originate  in  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives." 

Is  a  bill  appropriating  money  a  money-bill  ? 

This  is  not  a  question  of  the  dignity  of  either  branch. 

It  involves  in  no  remotest  way  the  yielding  of  any  right 
of  either  branch. 

It  is  simply  a  question,  whether  the  broad  term  "  all 
money-bills "  is  limited  to  a  bill  levying  money,  or  in- 
cludes also  bills  granting  the  same  money  directly  out  of 
the  public  purse.  If  the  latter,  then  the  right  to  originate 
such  a  bill  was  never  in  the  Senate  at  all,  and  it  yields  no 
right  in  recognizing  its  own  constitution,  no  matter  what 
the  usage  has  been.  If  the  former,  then  the  right  to  origi- 
nate such  a  bill  is  in  the  Senate,  and  the  House  yields  no 
right  in  recognizing  the  constitution  of  its  co-ordinate. 

Nor^  least  of  all,  is  it  a  question  of  the  wisdom  of  this 
constitutional  provision,  which,  if  ever  warranted,  is  to- 
day a  discrimination  against  a. representative  body  which 
-  practically  lies  as  near,  and  is  as  closely  responsible,  to  the 
people  as  the  House. 

Mor  shall  we  get  any  light  from  the  fact,  that,  under  the 
joint  rules  of  the  legislature  adopted  session  after  session, 
some  committees,  representing  both  branches,  are  author- 
ized to  report  bills  granting  money,  and  that,  too,  without 
specific  limitation  of  the  right  to  report  the  same  back  to 
either  branch.  The  rules  are  subject  to  the  constitution, 
not  the  constitution  to  the  rules ;  and,  in  framing  them, 
the  constitutional  provision  in  question  was  probably  not 
thought  of  at  all,  except  in  making  the  committees  on 
Finance,  Pay-roll,  and  County  Estimates,  exclusively 
House  committees;  but  they  were  framed  in  order  that, 
in  the  hearings  of  the  committee-room,  both  branches 
might  be  represented,  and  thus  be  better  informed  when 
the  subject-matter  comes  upon  their  respective  floors  for 
consideration. 

Nor  does  it  weigh  that  this  question  between  the  houses 
has  often  slumbered  for  years,  and  that  acquiescence  has 
in  one  small  instance  followed  upon  fatigue.  The  consti- 
tution still  remains  the  same ;  and  the  question  is.  Does 
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the  broad  phrase  "  all  money-bills  "  cover  a  bill  appropriat- 
ing money  ? 

As  to  precedents,  the  House  has,  more  than  once,  by 
decision  made  by  its  presiding  officer  and  sustained  (on 
appeal)  by  the  vote  of  the  whole  body,  laid  down  the  rule 
that  such  a  bill  is  a  money-bill.  After  the  learned  and 
elaborate  discussion  of  the  matter  by  Mr.  Speaker  Jewell, 
which  may  be  found  especially  in  the  House  Journal  of 
1868,  p.  385,  and  more  briefly  in  the  House  Journal  of  1869, 
p.  630,  it  would  be  repetition  in  me  to  revise  it. 

A  recent  very  full  and  elaborate  opinion  by  Mr.  Presi- 
dent Cogswell  is  not  in  print  at  this  writing,  and  I  cannot 
therefore  avail  myself  of  it.  Previous  to  its  delivery, 
however,  the  contrary  view  to  that  of  Mr.  Speaker  Jewell 
has  perhaps  received  its  best  exposition  in  the  ruling  of 
Mr.  President  Pitman  (Senate  Journal  of  1869,  p.  340) ; 
though  that  argument  seems  to  turn  less  on  the  history  of 
the  causes  that  led  to  the  constitutional  provision  in  ques- 
tion, less  on  fundamental  principles  of  constitutional  con- 
struction, than  on  a  precedent  of  1783,  which  involved 
some  three  pounds,  and  in  which  the  acquiescence  of  the 
House  to  the  views  of  the  Senate  was  not  so  much  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  judgment  of  the  House  —  that  having 
been  the  other  way,  as  evidenced  by  its  holding  out  for 
months  —  as  it  was  against  the  judgment  of  the  House, 
which  it  was  evidently  wearied  into  waiving  in  order  to 
terminate  an  endless  dispute  about  a  very  small  matter  of 
three  pounds.  The  learned  president  also  relies  somewhat 
upon  the  fact,  that,  for  some  eighty  years,  both  branches 
slumbered  on  the  question  ;  although  it  is  difficult  to  see 
how  violations  of  the  constitution  can  cure  themselves  by 
an  excess  in  their  indulgence.  Indeed,  to  my  mind,  the 
whole  force  of  the  argument  is  lost  when  the  learned 
president,  in  the  opening  of  his  opinion  (p.  343,  top), 
admits  that  "  the  term  '  money-bills '  was  applied  to  bills 
raising  and  appropriating  money,"  and  yet  thenceforth 
relies  on  the  precedent  of  1783,  which  was  made  in  the 
very  face  of  such  a  definition  of  that  term. 

Aside  from  Mr.  Speaker  Jewell's  rulings,  which  seem  to 
me  conclusive,  I  will  only  add  a  few  general  suggestions :  — 

First,  The  language  used.  No  term  of  broader  import 
could  have  been  used  than  the  term  "aZi  money-bills." 
The  framers  of  our  constitution  are  presumed  to  have  been, 
and  of  course  were,  emphatically  masters  of  words  that  de- 
fine political  rights  and  limitations.  They  were  familiar 
with  the  historical  and  bristling  assertion  by  the  British 
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House  of  Commons,  of  its  exclusive  right  to  originate 
grants  of  money,  and  bills  of  supply.      They  were  just 
emerging  from  a  long  struggle  in  which  the  rights  of  the 
people  were  most  sensitively  regarded.    In  the  draft  of  a 
recent  previous  constitution,  which  was  not  adopted  by 
the  people  (see  Senate  Journal  1869,  p.  346,  top),  they 
had  stated  in  express  terms  the  distinction  between  the 
various  kinds  of  money-bills.     One  of  the  articles  of  this 
rejected  constitution  had  the  following  clause  :  "bills  and 
resolves  levT/ing  or  granting  money  or  other  property  of  the 
State,  which  shall  originate  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives only."     Is  it  possible,  that  when,  two  years  later, 
they  put  the  same  provision  into  our  present  constitution, 
but  in  these  words,  "all  money-bills  shall  originate,"  &c., 
they  did  .not  intend  to  include  both  bills  for  levying  and 
bills  for  granting  money  ?  or  that  in  using  broader  language, 
iiay,  by  the  word  "  all "  using  the  broadest  possible  lan- 
guage, they  only  narrowed  the  meaning  and  application  of 
that  language?    If  so,  to  which  class  of  bills,  those  for 
granting  or  those  for  levying  money,  did  they  narrow  it? 
or  why  more  to  one  than  to  the  other  ?    If  by  the  term  "  all 
money-bills"  was  intended  only  bills  for  levying  money, 
why  was  not  the  constitution  so  drawn  ?  and  why  did  not 
those  masters  of  language  use  words  which  expressed  their 
intention?     Had  the  limitation  been  intended,  the   pat 
phrases  for  expressing  it  were  familiar  as  household  words, 
as  appears  by  the  use  of  them,  a  few  years  later,  in  framing 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States.    On  the  contrary,  in 
our  constitution,  the  words  "all  money-bills 'were  used, 
which  were  then  distinctly,  and  in  common  parlance  and 
by  authority,  understood  to  cover  taaybilh^  aupply^ills^  and 
appropriationrbills^  bills  both  for  "  raising  and  for  appropri- 
ating money,"  as  Mr.  President  Pitman  expressly  admits  in 
his  language  hereinbefore  quoted  (p.  343  of  his  opinion). 
The  British  House  of  Commons  had  repeatedly  and  scorn- 
fully thrown  out  bills  granting  money  that  came  down  from 
the  Lords,  because  they  were  money-bills.     And  to  say 
now,  that,  in  the  use  of  the  broad  term  "aH  money-bills," 
the  framers  of  our  constitution  meant  to  limit  it  to  the  one 
narrow  specific  bill  for  raising  revenue,  which  I  think  is 
passed  only  once  a  year,  seems  to  be  a  perversion  of  lan- 
guage. 

Next,  why  was  this  article  inserted  in  our  constitution  at 
all  ?  Evidently,  still  after  the  pattern  of  the  British  Con- 
stitution, because  the  public  purse  must  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  immediate  representatives  of  the  people,  from  whose 
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pockets  it  is  replenished,  —  in  their  hands  not  only  to  fill 
up,  but  quite  as  guardedly  to  draw  from.  Our  Senate  is 
the  direct  descenoant  of  the  Governor's  Council,  or  Board 
of  Assistants  of  the  province,  which  was  originally  a  sort 
of  upper  branch,  not  elected  by  the  people  at  large.  Ori- 
ginally the  Senate  represented  the  wealth  and  aristocracy 
of  the  State  by  virtue  of  the  very  heavy  property  qualifi- 
cations that  were  a  requisite  to  its  membership ;  and,  for 
all  these  reasons,  less  generosity  was  exercised  in  delegat- 
ing authority  over  the  public  purse  to  the  new  upper 
branch  of  the  new  constitution  than  to  the  more  popular 
branch.  Very  likely  the  time  has  come  when  a  constitu- 
tional amendment  might  well  be  adopted  to  cover  a  discrim- 
ination to  which  there  now  exists  so  little  reason  why  that 
body  should  longer  be  subjected. 

But  such  being  a  reason  why  the  purse  was  jealously  put 
into  the  hands  of  the  more  immediate  popular  representa- 
tive body,  and  not'  into  the  upper  branch,  what  is  the 
natural  outflow  of  that  reason?  Is  the  reason  of  this 
constitutional  provision,  as  it  existed  in  the  intention  of 
its  framers,  satisfied  when  the  power  to  lay  taxes  for  filling 
the  purse  is  exercised  ?  Certainly  not :  the  same  reason 
that  is  jealous  of  that  right  must  be  quite  as  jealous  of  the 
right  of  spending  the  money  so  raised.  Indeed,  as  every- 
body knows,  a  grant  of  money  is  far  more  than  half  way 
to  raising  it.  The  State  is  sovereign,  and  cannot  be  sued ; 
but,  for  that  very  reason,  it  is  still  more  sensitive  to  its 
credit,  and  quicker  to  meet  its  obligations.  A  grant  by 
the  State  %  more  sacred  than  the  promise  of  the  indi- 
vidual ;  and  to  suppose  that  it  was  thought  important  to 
guard  the  raising  of  money,  and  not  the  spending  of  it,  is 
not  consistent  with  the  reason  which  led  to  the  adoption 
of  the  provision  in  question.  On  the  other  hand,  by  giv- 
ing to  the  House  the  sole  power  to  originate  money-bills, 
and  to  the  Senate  the  function  of  passing  on  them  and 
criticising  them,  with,  perhaps,  more  disinterestedness  and 
conservatism  than  if  it  also  had  the  power  of  originating 
them  and  of  submitting  them,  in  turn,  to  its  co-ordinate, 
the  Senate  was  at  once  made  an  additional  check  and  safe- 
guard upon  the  public  benevolence,  without  in  any  way 
enlarging  the  outlet  thereto,  which,  with  the  then  lively 
sensitiveness  on  the  subject  of  the  money  levying  and 
granting  power,  was  reserved  exclusively  to  the  popular 
branch. 

I  do  not  forget,  but  I  do  not  think  it  worth  while  to 
cite  authority  after  authority,  English  and  American,  — 
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Todd  and  our  own  Gushing  among  more  recent  writers, — 
who  interpret  money-bills  as  covering  appropriation-bills. 
They  are  to  be  found  in  Mr.  Speaker  Jewell's  rulings. 

I  will  only  refer  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
which,  in  a  similar  article,  uses  the  phrase,  "bills  for  rais- 
ing revenue  shall  originate,"  &c.,  which  is  a  term  more 
limited  than  '*  money-bills,"  and  perhaps  adopted  because 
it  had  been  found  that  the  Massachusetts  provision  was 
too  broad  for  a  legislature  where  both  branches  were 
popular  representative  bodies.  But,  if  more  limited,  then 
the  term  "money-bills"  includes  something  more  than 
revenue-bills.  But  it  cannot  contain  any  thing  more,  un- 
less it  be  bills  granting  money. 

I  cannot  therefore  doubt  that  the  term  in  our  constitu- 
tion, "  all  money-bills,"  includes  bills  appropriating  money. 

As  to  bills  directly  or  indirectly  involving  the  appropria- 
tion or  expenditure  of  money,  it  seems  to  me  that  by  bills 
directly  involving  such  an  expenditure  must  be  meant  bills 
gianting  or  appropriating  money ;  and  if  so,  then,  for  the 
reasons  already  given,  they  can  originate  only  in  the  House. 

As  to  bills  indirectly  involving  the  expenditure  of  money, 
I  take  it  the  House  has  never  denied  the  power  of  the 
Senate  to  originate  them ;  and  that,  so  far,  the  question,  if 
a  question  at  all,  is  one  on  which  there  is  no  dispute.  All 
bills  involve  indirectly  the  expenditure  of  money,  if  only 
for  the  parchment  on  which  they  are  written.  A  bill  to 
increase  the  number  of  judges  would,  if  it  became  a  law, 
involve  ultimately,  of  course,  the  expenditure  of  money ; 
but  it  is  not  a  money-bill.  It  would  be  a  money-bill  if  it 
also  contained  the  proper  language  for  appropriating  money 
to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  additional  judges.  But  the  usual 
custom  in  our  legislature  is  to  make  our  appropriations  in 
separate  bills  which  grant  money  from  the  public  treasury, 
and  which,  together  with  the  one  annual  bill  for  raising 
revenue,  are  the  "money-bills"  of  our  constitution,  no- 
boby  pretending  that  the  term  covers  any  thing  broader.

Ruling  of  the  Chair. 

The  Chair  said,  The  question  before  the  House  is  on 
concurring  in  the  amendments  to  the  hill  adopted  hy  the 
Senate^  or,  more  correctly  stated,  on  amending  the  bill  in 
concurrence  with  the  Senate.  It  is  well  settled,  on  the 
ground  of  the  courtesy  between  the  two  branches,  and  as 
a  usage  in  all  parliamentary  practice  so  long  established 
that  it  may  be  regarded  as  a  parliamentary  principle,  that, 
in  case  of  sucli  amendments  pending  betweeli  the  two 
branches,  the  only  result  allowable  is,  either  to  agree  (in 
which  case  the  bill  is  perfected  and  ready  for  enactment), 
or  to  disagree,  and  return  the  bill,  with  notice  to  that  effect, 
to  the  amending  branch;  so  that  that  branch  may  have 
opportunity,  and  exercise  its  right,  to  recede,  and  thereby 
still  secure  the  final  possibility  of  the  perfection  of  the  bill. 
It  is  not  open  to  eitlier  branch  by  indefinite  postponement 
to  refuse  to  consider  the  matter  at  all  in  conjunction  with 
the  other  branch,  and  to  deny  it  an  opportunity  to  recede 
or  suggest  a  conference.  While,  therefore,  this  motion  to 
amend  in  concurrence,  being  a  motion  to  amend,  is  techni- 
cally, perhaps,  a  subsidiary  motion ;  and  while,  therefore, 
the  general  rule  is,  that  other  subsidiary  motions  (except 
the  motion  to  amend)  cannot  be  applied  to  it :  yet,  coming 
into  the  House  in  a  somewhat  independent  shape,  and  so 
far  disconnected  from  the  main  bill  that  it  alone,  and  not 
that,  is  under  consideration,  this  general  rule  is  necessa- 
rily, and  for  the  facilitation  of  business,  so  far  relaxed  or 
modified  as  to  permit  those  of  the  subsidiary  motions  to  be 
applied  to  the  motion  to  amend  in  concurrence,  which  will 
facilitate  its  consideration  and  transit,  —  such,  for  instance, 
as  the  motion  to  laj-  on  the  table  for  a  while,  to  postpone 
to  a  convenient  and  seasonable  time  for  action,  to  commit, 
or  the  previous  question,  —  but  not  those  subsidiary  mo- 
tions the  adoption  of  which  would  defeat  that  fundamen- 
tal parliamentary  principle  before  named,  which  underlies 
the  conduct  of  amendments  between  the  two  branches, 
and  which  requires  an  ultimate  agreement  or  disagreement, 
but  which  does  not  permit  the  amendments  in  dispute  to 
be  blotted,  by  an  indefinite  postponement,  out  of  existence, 
while  the  bill  itself,  otherwise  agreed  to  by  both  Houses,  is 
left  suspended  between  them  in  mid-air. 
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The  authorities  are  clear.  Gushing  in  his  larger  work 
(section  2236)  says,  "  The  consideration  of  a  particular 
amendment  [between  the  two  branches]  may  be  post- 
poned ;  or  an  amendment  may  be  committed,  or  the  debate 
upon  it  adjourned :  but,  whatever  immediate  proceedings 
take  place,  the  result  is,  that  the  House  agrees  or  dis- 
agrees, or  agrees  with  an  amendment  or  amendments  to 
each  of  the  amendments  of  the  other  House." 

So  "  Warrington,"  sections  134  et  aeq.^  especially  section 
187 :  "  A  bill  returned  with  notice  of  disagreement  is 
taken  up;  and  the  question  then  is,  whether  the  branch 
whose  amendment  is  disagreed  to  will  recede  or  insist. 
If  it  recede,  there  is  an  end :  if  it  insist,  it  will  notify  the 
other  branch.  In  this  condition  the  bill  cannot  be  post- 
poned or  laid  upon  the  table,  except  with  the  purpose  of 
ultimately  taking  it  up  again,  and  returning  it  to  the 
branch  which  has  amended  it,  which  has  a  right  in  the 
bill,  —  the  right,  that  is  to  say,  to  have  it  passed,  and  to 
recede  from  its  action,  if  necessary  for  that  purpose. 
There  is,  however,  a  limitation  to  this  principle.  When 
an  amendment  sent  down  by  one  branch  to  the  other  ?n- 
vades  the  privileges  of  the  branch  whose  hill  is  amended^  the 
bill  maybe  laid  aside,  or  postponed  indefinitely."     The 

•  exception  proves  the  rule. 

The  motion,  therefore,  of  the  member  from  Fall  River, 
to  indefinitely  postpone  the  motion  to  concur  in  the  amend- 
ments of  the  Senate,  if  regarded  sharply  as  the  motion  to 
indefinitely  postpone,  and  thereby  remove  the  question 
from  the  consideration  or  action  of  the  House,  is  not  in 

.  order.  If  it  be,  however,  simply  intended  as  a  method  of 
expressing  the  disagreement  of  the  House  from  the  amend- 

.  ments  of  the.  Senate,,  then,  of  couse,  it  is  equivalent  to  a 
motion  to  non-concur,  which  is  not  objectionable,  except 
that,  a  motion  to  concur  having  been  made,  it  must  be  put 
first,  as  that  motion  parliamentarily  takes  precedence, 
which  tends  to  bring  the  two  branches  together. 

Mr.  Baker  of  Beverly  moved  two  amendments  to  the 
Senate  amendments,  —  one  of  which  was  adopted,  and 
the  other  rejected.  The  House  then  refused  to  concur  in 
the  Senate  amendments,  by  a  vote  of  70  to  93 ;  and  the  bill 
was  returned  to  the  Senate  indorsed  accordingly.

"If  I  could  utter,  gentlemen,  any  word  beyond  express- 
ing my  gratitude  for  your  kindness,  it  would  be  that  word, 
which,  in  view  of  my  experience  in  this  House,  would  ex- 
press my  respect  for  it,  and  which  would  also,  and  more, 
impress  a  sense  of  responsibility,  grave  and  sensitive  as  the 
holy  conscience,  on  those  who  are  called  to  exercise  its  lofty 
trusts.  The  nobility  of  our  order  should  be  its  obligation. 
Then  would  it  indeed  be  what  is  claimed  for  it,  —  an  educa- 
tion not  alone  for  us,  but  for  all  the  people  of  the  State. 
It  will  not  do  to  bolster  the  prestige  of  this  House  on  the 
legend  of  the  wisdom  of  fathers  who  framed  its  constitu- 
tion: its  prestige  must  be  the  present,  immediate  char- 
acter, fidelity,  disinterestedness,  and  virtue  of  its  daily, 
homely  vote,  —  its  yea  or  nay. 

"  Looking  at  the  results  of  our  work,  I  believe  they  do  you 
credit,  and  that  our  Blue  Book  will  bear  witness  to  your 
good  sense,  your  economy,  your  fit  adaptation  of  your  legis- 
lation to  the  needs  of  the  hour,  and  your  stopping  there, 
which  is  genuine  merit. 

"  Never  a  session  more  heartily  than  this  have  I  improved 
the  opportunity  to  acknowledge  my  lively  sense  of  the 
kind  co-operation  and  thorough  work  of  the  Chaplain,  the 
Clerk,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  their  associates  in  the  offi- 
cial service  of  the  House.  In  this  I  am  sure  I  say  nothing 
that  is  not  shared  by  you  all  who  have  watched  their  faith- 
ful performance  of  duty. 

"  But  let  me  turn  to  what  lies  nearest  me,  and  what  this 
generous  occasion  permits,  —  the  expression  of  my  apprecia- 
tion of  your  unvarying  kindness.  You  have  made  the  duties 
of  the  Chair  so  easy !  You  have  made  the  atmosphere  of  the 
session  that  of  courtesy  and  friendship.  I  could  not  utter 
my  heart,  and  not  transcend  the  latitude  even  of  this  hour ; 
nor  dare  I  more  than  to  wish  you  all  happy  returns  to  your 
homes.  I  trust  the  memories  of  years  yet  to  come  and  go 
will  be  as  grateful  as  those  we  shall  surely  all  cherish  of  the 
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session  of  1&78.  They  will  be  among  the  sweetest  of  my 
life  to  me,  remembering,  as  I  do  and  as  I  shall,  how  delight- 
ful have  now  for  four  years  been  my  associations  with  this 
hall,  how  many  pleasant  friendships  formed,  on  how  many 
faces  I  have  looked  from  day  to  day  and  year  to  year,  and 
on  none  that  have  not  responded  sympathy  and  confidence. 
My  connection  with  this  Chair  is  without  the  consciousness 
of  one  moment  of  it  all  that  is  coupled  with  a  regret."

Papers  from  the  Senate. 

The  House  Bill  relative  to  the  taxation  of  the  property  ^^^f^^l^*^' 
of  certain  manufacturing  companies,  copartnerships,  and  etc. 
associations,  came  down  from  the  Senate,  passed  to  be  en- 

S'ossed  in  concurrence,  with  an  amendment,  in  which  the 
ouse  concurred  under  suspension  of  the  rule. 

The  House  Bill  providing  for  the  submission  to  arbitra-  gl^fP,"** 
tion  of  the  demands  of  George  Clapp  and  Frederick  K. 
Ballou  against  the  Commonwealth  came  down  from  the 
Senate,  passed  to  be  engrossed  in  concurrence,  with  amend- 
ments, in  which  the  House  concurred  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 

The  House  Bill  making  appropriations  to  meet  certain  t.  cahiu. 
expenditures  authorized  the  present  year,  and  for  other 
purposes,  came  down,  passed  to  be  engrossed  in  concurrence, 
with  an  amendment  allovring  to  Thomas  Cahill  $1,000 
"  in  consideration  of  his  arrest  and  imprisonment  on  the 
charge  of  murder  upon  which  he  was  discharged  without 
trial,  and  in  consideration  of  his  expenses  incurred  in 
consequence  thereof."  There  being  no  objection,  the  rule 
was  suspended,  and  the  amendment  was  considered.  Mr. 
Fairbank  of  Oakham  moved  that  the  House  non-concur 
in  the  amendment.  Mr.  Bird  of  Walpole  moved  to  concur 
with  an  amendment.  Pending  these  questions,  the  bill 
was  laid  on  the  table,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Brackett  of  Bos- 
ton, by  a  vote  of  104  to  88. 

Introduced  on  Leave* 

Thereupon  Mr.  Brackett  of  Boston  asked  leave  to  in-  T.cahui. 
troduce  a  Resolve  in  favor  of  Thomas  Cahill,  which  was 
granted  by  a  vote  of  116  to  74. 

Mr.  Dunham  of  Pittsfield  moved  to  suspend  the  rule 
requiring  the  resolve  to  be  referred  to  a  committee,  which 
was  lost  by  a  vote  of  69  to  118.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Osgood 
of  Salem  the  resolve  was  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Finance. 

Subsequently  that  committee  (Messrs.  Stone  of  New- 
buryport.  Hill  of  Boston,  and  Brown  of  Fitchburg  dis- 
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seating)  reported  that  the  resolve  ought  to  pass  with  an 
amendment  in  line  two,  striking  out  the  word  "paid,"  and 
inserting  the  word  "allowed.  Mr.  Stone  of  Newbury- 
point  of  order,  port  raised  the  question  of  order  that  the  resolve  is  with- 
in the  20th  joint  Rule.    The  Speaker  said,  — 

"  No  member  can  introduce  a  bill  of  his  own  motion.  He 
must  obtain  leave  of  the  House,  the  grant  of  which  is  by 
a  majority  vote.  When  introduced,  if  it  comes  under  the 
20th  joint  Rule,  it  must  be  referred  to  the  next  General 
Court.  That  rule  is  to  the  effect  that  certain  petitions, 
&c.,  '  and  all  other  subjects  of  legislation  which  shall  be 
proposed  or  introduced  after  the  first  day  of  March,  shall 
be  referred  to  the  next  General  Court.' 

"  Is  this  resolve  a  new  *  subject '  of  legislation  ?  is  it  an 
'other  subject'?  or  is  it  a  *  subject'  which  is  not  now 
for  the  first  time  introduced  ? 

"  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  broad  term  used  is  *  subject 
of  legislation,'  referring,  not  to  th^form^  but  to  the  matter^ 
of  legislation. 

"  Is  this  new  matter  ? 

"  A  petition  asking  for  the  grant  contained  in  this  resolve 
was  introduced  very  early  in  the  session.  A  joint  com- 
mittee of  both  Houses,  to  whom  it  was  referred,  reported 
leave  to  withdraw,  for  which  the  Senate  substituted  a  Re- 
solve in  favor  of  Thomas  CahiU.  That  resolve  came  to 
the  House,  and  has  here  been  laid  aside  as  a  money-bill 
originating  in  the  Senate,  and  therefore  unconstitutional. 
As  such,  it  is  now  on  our  files.  If,  being  unconstitutional, 
it  never  had  any  vitality,  then  it  might  possibly  be  said, 
no  final  action  at  all  has  ever  been  taken  on  the  original 
report  of  the  committee,  and  the  matter  is  still  pending ; 
and  that  if,  on  the  other  hand,  it  has  any  vitality,  then  it 
is  on  our  files,  not  to  be  made  a  law,  because  in  its  present 
origination  it  cannot  be  enacted,  but  perhaps  to  be  re-com- 
mitted, or  otherwise  disposed  of. 

"  But,  without  going  into  these  questions,  it  is  further 
true,  that  the  Senate  have  tacked  as  an  amendment  to  a 
House  appropriation  bill  the  same  subject  matter  in  the 
form  of  a  grant,  substantially  like  that  contained  in  the 
resolve  now  in  question ;  and  that  that  House  bill  came 
this  morning  to  the  House  for  concurrence  in  that  amend- 
ment :  pending  the  question  on  which,  it  was  laid  on  the 
table,  and  is  there  at  this  moment,  and  was  there  before 
the  resolve  now  in  question  was  introduced. 
■  "  With  this  chain  of  incidents  still  pending ;  with  the 
original  petition,  perhaps,  either  never  disposed  of  at  all. 
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because  the  report  on  it  was  unconstitutionally  modified 
in  the  other  branch  (or  if  any  way  properly  here,  then  on 
our  files  for  such  disposition,  if  any,  as  it  is  entitled  to) ; 
and  with  the  same  subject  matter  on  our  table,  in  the 
form  of  a  Senate  amendment  tacked  to  a  House  bill,  — 
with  doubtful  propriety  perhaps,  but  not  objected  to  as 
et,  and  no  doubt  justified  by  many  precedents,  —  can  it 
e  said  that  the  *  subject '  matter  of  the  resolve  now  in 
question  is  new  'subject'  matter,  or  now  for  the  first 
time  introduced  ?  The  Chair  must  rule,  therefore,  that 
the  20th  joint  Rule  does  not  apply  to  this  resolve,  so  as 
to  require  its  reference  to  the  next  General  Court." 

The  resolve  was  read  a  second  time,  and  amended  as 
recommended  by  the  committee  on  Finance.  On  the  main 
question  the  yeas  and  nays  were  ordered,  on  request  of 
Mr.  Fairbank  of  Oakham ;  and,  the  roll  being  called,  the 
resolve  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  by  a  vote  of  96  yeas 
to  90  nays,  as  follows :  —

1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hoar  to  which  the 
House  stands  adjoarned,  call  the  members  to  order,  and,  on  the 
appearance  of  a  quorum,  proceed  to  business.

8.  He  shall  declare  all  votes,  subject  to  verification  as  here- 
inafter provided.

7.  He  may  name  a  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
Chair  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  days  at  one  time. 

8.  In  ct^se  of  a  vacancy  in  the  oflSce  of  Speaker,  or  in  case 
the  Speaker,  or  the  member  named  by  him  in  accordance  with 
the  preceding  rule,  is  absent  at  the  hour  to  which  the  House 
stands  adjourned,  the  senior  monitor  present  shall  call  the 
House  to  order,  and  shall  preside  until  a  Speaker  pro  tempore 
or  a  Speaker  is  elected  by  ballot;  which  shall  be  the  first  busi- 
ness in  order. 

MOKITORS. 

9.  Two  monitors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  for  each 
division  of  the  House,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  to  the  due 
observance  of  the  Rules  and  Orders,  and,  on  request  of  the 
Speaker,  to  return  the  number  of  votes  and  members  in  their 
respective  divisions. 

10.  If  a  member  transgress  any  of  the  Rules  and  Orders, 

after  being  notified  thereof  by  a  monitor,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 

such  monitor  to  report  the  case  to  the  House. 

[For  duty  of  monitoi  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Speaker  see  Rule  8.] 
[See  Rule  20.] 

Clerk. 

1 1 .  The  Clerk  shall  keep  the  journal  of  the  House .  He  shall 
enter  therein  a  record  of  each  day's  proceedings,  and  submit  it 
to  the  Speaker  before  the  hour  fixed  for  the  next  sitting. 

12.  Every  question  of  order  shall  be  noted  in  the  journal j 
and,  with  the  decision,  shall  be  entered  at  large  in  an  appendix, 
which  shall  aUo  contain  the  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  House  and 
of  the  two  branches. 

13.  The  Clerk  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed  each 
day  a  calendar  of  matters  in  order  for  consideration,  followed 
by  a  brief  minute  of  the  preliminary  pi*oceedings  of  the  previous 
day^  a  list  of  matters  lying  on  the  table,  and  such  other  memo- 
randa as  the  House  or  the  Speaker  may  direct. 

14.  Any  objection  to  the  calendar  shall  be  made  and  disposed 
of  before  the  House  votes  to  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Orders  of  the  Day. 
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15.  The  Clerk  shall  retain  bills  and  other  papers  in  reference 
to  which  any  member  has  a  right  to  move  a  reconsideration 
(except  petitions,  enacted  bills,  orders  of  inquiry,  and  orders  of 
notice) ,  until  the  right  of  reconsideration  has  expired  :  provided 
that  the  operation  of  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  during  the  last 
week  of  the  session. 

Members. 

1 6.  No  member  shall  stand  up,  to  the  inconvenience  of  others, 
^hiLe  a  member  is  speaking ;  or  pass  unnecessarily  between  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  and  the  member  speaking ;  or  stand  in  the 
passages,  or  in  the  area  in  front  of  the  Chair. 

17.  No  member  shall  be  absent  motre  than  two  days  without 
leave  of  the  House. 

18.  No  member  shall  absent  hixnself  from  the  House  without 
leave,  unless  there  be  a  quorum  without  his  presence. 

19.  Papers  in  possession  of  a  member  obtaining  leave  of 
absence,  or  at  the  end  of  the  session,  shall  be  left  by  him  with 
the  Clerk. 

20.  If  a  member  is  guilty  of  a  breach  of  any  of  the  Rules 
and  Orders,  he  may  be  required  by  the  House  on  motion  to  make 
satisfaction  therefor,  and,  until  he  baa  done  so,  he  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  vote  or  speak,  except  by  way  of  excuse. 

[See  Bule  10.] 

COMMrrTEBS. 

21.  At  the  beginning  of  the  political  year  eleren  Standing 
Committees,  to  consist  of  seven  members  each,  shall  be  appointed, 
as  follows :  — 

a  committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

a  committee  on  Matters  of  Probate  and  Chancery. 

a  committee  on  Finance. 

a  committee  on  Elections. 

a  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading. 

a  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

a  committee  on  County  Estimates. 

a  committee  on  the  Pay  Roll. 

a  committee  on  Leave  of  Absence. 

a  conunittee  on  Public  Buildings. 

a  committee  on  Rules  and  Orders. 

22.  Unless  other  provision  is  made  in  any  case,  all  com* 
mittees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  and  the  member  first 
named  shall  be  chairman. 
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23.  In  case  of  the  election  of  a  committee  by  ballot,  the 
member  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  chairman. 

24.  No  member  shall  be  required  to  be  on  more  than  two 
committees  at  the  same  time,  nor  chairman  of  more  than  one. 

25.  No  member  shall  serve  on  any  committee  in  an}*  question 
where  his  private  right  is  immediately  concerned  distinct  from 
the  public  interest. 

26.  The  committee  on  Finance  shall  report  in  appropriation 
bills  only  such  items  of  expenditure  as  are  authorized  by  law, 
or  such  as  the  committee  has  been  directed  by  the  House  to 
insert. 

27.  The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  shall 
examine  and  correct  the  bills  which  are  referred  to  it,  for  tlie 
purpose  of  avoiding  repetitions  and  unconstitutional  provisions, 
insuring  accuracy  in  the  text  and  references,  and  consistency 
with  the  language  of  existing  statutes :  provided  that  any  change 
in  the  sense  or  legal  effect  sliall  be  reported  as  an  amendment. 

28.  The  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  shall  careAilly  exam- 
ine and  compare  engrossed  bills,  and  report  them  rightly  and 
truly  engrossed,  when  found  to  be  so,  without  delay. 

29.  When  the  object  of  an  application,  whether  by  petition, 
order,  or  bill  introduced  on  leave,  can  be  secured  without  a 
special  act  under  existing  general  laws,  the  committee  to  which 
the  matter  is  referred  shall  report  leave  to  withdraw,  inexpedient 
to  legislate,  or  ought  not  to  pass,  as  the  case  may  be. 

SO.  No  bill  affecting  the  rights  of  individuals  or  private  or 
municipal  corporations  shall  be  reported  by  a  committee,  unless 
notice  has  been  given  to  all  parties  interested,  by  public  adver- 
tisement or  otherwise,  without  expense  to  the  Commonwealth ; 
or  unless  satisfactory  evidence  is  produced  that  the  parties 
interested  have  either  received  notice  in  writing,  or  have  in 
writing  waived  notice. 

31.  On  or  before  the  twenty-second  day  of  March  com- 
mittees shall  make  final  report  upon  matters  referred  to  them 
prior  to  that  day,  unless  further  time  is  granted  for  cause. 

Committee  of  the  Whole^ 

32.  When  the  House  determines  to  go  into  a  committee  of 
the  whole,  the  chairman  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker. 

33.  The  rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  a  committee 
of  the  whole,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  except  the  rules 
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limiting  debate.  A  motion  to  rise,  report  progress,  and  ask 
leave  to  sit  again,  shall  be  alwa^'s"  first  in  order,  and  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Regular  Coubse  of  Proceedings. 

Petitions^  etc.,  and  Reports  of  Committees. 

34.  Petitions,  memorials,  remonstrances,  and  papers  of  a 
like  nature,  and  reports  of  committees,  shall  be  presented 
before  the  House  proceeds  to  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of 
the  Day ;  and  the  Speaker  shall  call  on  the  several  divisions  for 
such  papers. 

35.  The  member  presenting  a  petition,  memorial,  or  remon- 
strance, shall  indorse  his  name  thereon,  with  a  brief  statement 
of  the  nature  and  object  of  the  paper ;  and  the  reading  thereof 
shall  be  dispensed  with,  unless  specially  ordered. 

Papers  from  the  Senate. 

36.  Papers  from  the  Senate  shall  be  laid  before  the  House 
by  the  Speaker,  and  received  for  action  conformably  to  such  of 
these  Rules  and  Orders  as  are  applicable  thereto,  before  the 
House  proceeds  to  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

Papers  addressed  to  the  House,  not  Petitions. 

37.  Papers  addressed  to  the  House  or  the  General  Court, 
other  than  petitions,  memorials,  and  remonstrances,  or  those 
received  from  the  Senate,  may  be  presented  by  the  Speaker, 
or  by  a  member  in  his  place,  and  shall  be  read,  unless  it  is  spe- 
cially ordered  that  the  reading  be  dispensed  with. 

Orders  of  Inquirff. 

38.  All  motions  contemplating  legislation,  when  not  founded 
upon  petition,  or  upon  bill  proposed  to  be  introduced  on  leave, 
shall  be  made  in  the  form  of  an  order  of  inquir3%  which  sliall 
indicate  the  nature  of  the  legislation  proposed  ;  and  if  reference 
is  made  to  any  particular  law,  for  amendment  or  otherwise,  the 
order  shall  specify  the  chapter  and  section,  as  well  as  the  subject 
to  which  it  relates. 

Postponement  to  tJie  Next  Day  on  Request  of  a  Member. 

39.  The  consideration  of  any  order  proposed  for  ndoption, 
or  of  any  request  for  leave  to  introduce  a  bill,  shall  be  postponed 
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without  question  to  the  day  after  tbat  on  which  the  order  is  pro- 
posed or  request  made,  if  any  member  asks  such  postponement. 

Bills  and  Resolves.     [See  Rule  93.] 

40.  Bills  shall  be  fairly  written  in  a  legible  hand,  without 
material  erasure  or  interlineation,  on  not  less  than  one  sheet  of 
paper,  with  suitable  margins  and  spaces  between  the  several 
sections  ;  dates  and  numbers  being  written  in  words  at  length. 

41.  If  opposition  is  made  to  a  bill  before  it  is  ordered  to  a 
second  reading,  the  question  shall  be , '  ^ Shall  this  bill  be  rejected  f  *  * 
If  no  opposition  is  made,  or  if  the  question  to  reject  is  negatived, 
the  bill  shall  go  to  its  second  reading  without  a  question. 

42.  Bills  involving  an  expenditure  of  public  money  shall, 
after  their  first  reading,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Finance, 
for  report  on  their  relation  to  the  finances  of  the  Commonwealth. 

43.  Bills  from  the  Senate,  after  their  first  reading,  shall  be 
referred  to  a  committee  of  the  House,  unless  they  were  reported 
to  the  Senate  bj'  a  joint  committee. 

44.  Amendments  proposed  by  the  Senate,  and  sent  back  to 
the  House  for  concurrence,  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee 
which  reported  the  measure  proposed  to  be  amended,  unless  such 
committee  is  composed  of  members  of  both  branches  ;  in  which 
case  such  amendments  shall  be  placed  in  the  Orders  of  the  Day 
for  the  next  da}-. 

[Amended  April  9, 1878.] 

45.  No  bill  shall  be  proposed  or  introduced  unless  received 
from  the  Senate,  reported  by  a  committee,  or  moved  as  an 
amendment  to  the  report  of  a  committee :  provided  that  the 
House  may  grant  special  leave  to  a  member  to  introduce  a  bill ; 
but,  when  leave  is  asked  for  the  introduction  of  a  bill,  it  shall  be 
read  for  information  before  the  question  is  put  on  granting 
leave ;  and,  if  leave  is  granted,  it  shall  be  committed  before  it 
is  ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

46.  No  bill  affecting  directl}'  the  legal  rights  of  individuals 
or  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it  affects  generally  the  inter- 
ests of  the  whole  people  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  the  cities 
or  towns  to  which  it  specifically  applies,  shall  be  proposed  or 
introduced,  by  amendment  or  otherwise,  except  by  report  of  a 
committee,  upon  petition  duly  presented  and  referred. 

47.  When  a  bill,  order,  petition,  memorial,  or  remonstrance 
has  been  finally  rejected,  no  measure  substantially  the  same 
shall  be  introduced  bj'  any  committee  or  member  during  the 
same  session. 

[Amended  April  26, 1877.] 
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48.  Bills  in  their  third  reading  shall  be  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Bills  in  the  Third  Beading,  for  examination,  correction, 
and  report. 

[See  Rule  27.] 

49.  No  bill  shall  pass  to  be  engrossed  without  having  been 
tmd  on  three  several  days. 

50.  Engrossed  bills  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Engrossed  BfH^  for  examination,  comparison,  and  report. 

[See  Bn]e  28.] 

51.  No  engrossed  bill  shall  be  amended. 

52.  Engrossed  bills  reported  by  the  committee  on  Engrossed 
Bills  to  be  rightly  and  trulj^  engrossed  shall  be  put  upon  their 
p&ssage  to  be  enacted  ;  and  engrossed  resolves,  when  so  reported, 
shall  be  put  upon  their  passage,  without  fuilher  reading,  unless 
specially  ordered. 

53.  No  engrossed  bill  shall  be  sent  to  the  Senate  without 
notice  thereof  being  given  by  the  Speaker. 

Orders  of  the  Day. 

54.  Bills  from  the  Senate,  after  their  first  reading,  when  not 
referred  to  a  committee  of  the  House,  and  bills  reported  to  the 
House  b}'  committees,  to  which  no  objection  is  made,  or  when 
the  question  of  rejection  is  negatived,  shall  be  placed  in  the 
orders  for  second  reading  on  the  next  daj'. 

55.  Reports  of  committees  not  bj'  bill  or  resolve  shall  be 
placed  in  the  orders  of  the  next  da}'  after  that  on  which  they  are 
received  from  the  Senate,  or  made  to  the  House,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

56.  Bills  ordered  to  a  third  reading  shall  be  placed  in  the 
orders  of  the  next  day  for  such  reading. 

57.  After  entering  upon  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of 
the  Day,  the  House  shall  proceed  with  them  in  regular  course, 
as  follows :  IViatters  not  giving  rise  to  a  motion  or  debate  shall 
first  be  disposed  of  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  in  the 
calendar,  after  which  the  matters  that  were  passed  over  shall 
be  considered  in  like  order  and  disposed  of. 

58.  When  the  House  does  not  finish  the  consideration  of  the 
Orders  of  the  Day,  those  which  had  not  been  acted  upon  shall 
be  the  orders  for  the  next  and  each  succeeding  day  until  disposed 
of,  and  shall  be  entered  in  the  calendar,  without  change  in  their 
order,  to  precede  matters  added  under  Rules  54,  55,  and  56. 
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The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  House  was  engaged  at  the 
time  of  adjournment  shall  have  the  preference  in  the  orders  of 
the  next  day,  after  motions  to  reconsider. 

Special  Rules  affecting  the  Course  of  Proceedings. 

[For  postponement  of  Order,  etc.,  to  next  day,  on  request  of  a  member, 
see  Rule  39.] 

59.  No  matter  which  has  l>een  duly  placed  in  the  Orders  of 
the  Day  shall  be  discharged  therefrom,  or  considered  out  of  the 
regular  course. 

60.  If  under  the  operation  of  the  previous  question,  or 
otherwise,  an  amendment  is  made  at  the  second  or  third  read- 
ing of  a  bill,  substantially  changing  the  greater  part  of  such  bill, 
the  question  shall  not  be  put  forthwith  on  ordering  the  bill  to  a 
third  reading  or  to  be  engrossed  (as  the  case  may  be)  ;  bat  the 
bill  as  amended  shall  be  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  next  day 
after  that  on  which  the  amendment  is  made,  and  shall  then  be 
open  to  further  amendment  before  such  question  is  put.  In  like 
manner,  when  under  the  operation  of  the  previous  question,  or 
otherwise,  an  amendment  is  made  in  any  proposition,  of  such  a 
nature  as  to  change  its  character,  —  as  from  a  bill  to  an  order,  or 
the  like,  —  the  proposition  as  amended  shall  be  placed  in  the 
orders  of  the  next  da}'  after  that  on  which  the  amendment  was 
made. 

Voting. 

61.  No  member  shall  vote  in  any  question  where  his  private 
right  is  immediately  concerned  distinct  from  the  public  interest. 

62.  Every  member  not  prevented  by  interest,  who  is  present 
in  the  House  when  a^uestion  is  put,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless 
the  House,  for  special  reasons,  excuse  him.  Members  desiring 
to  be  so  excused  shall  make  application  to  that  effect  before  the 
division  of  the  House  or  the  taking  of  the  yeas  and  nays  is 
begun.  Such  application  may  be  accompanied  by  a  brief  state- 
ment of  reasons  by  the  member  making  it,  but  shall  be  decided 

without  debate. 

[Amended  Jan.  8, 1877.] 

63.  When  a  question  is  put,  the  sense  of  the  House  shall  be 
taken  by  the  voices  of  the  members,  and  the  Speaker  shall  first 
announce  the  vote  as  it  appears  to  him  by  the  sound. 

64.  If  the  Speaker  is  unable  to  decide  by  the  sound  of  the 
voices,  or  if  his  announcement  made  thereupon  is  doubted  by  a 
member  rising  in  his  place  for  that  purpose,  the  Speaker  shall 
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order  a  return,  by  divisions,  of  the  number  voting  in  the  affirm- 
ative and  in  the  negative,  without  fhrther  debate  upon  the  ques- 
tion. 

[For  duty  of  monitois  in  case  of  a  division  see  Rnle  9.] 

65.  When  a  return  by  divisions  is  ordered,  the  members  for 
or  against  the  question,  when  called  on  by  the  Speaker,  shall 
rise  in  their  places,  and  stand  until  they  are  counted. 

66.  The  sense  of  the  House  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and 
naj's  whenever  required  by  twenty  of  the  members  present. 
When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  House  shall 
be  called  in  alphabetical  order ;  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed 
to  vote  who  was  not  on  the  floor  when  his  name  was  called,  or 
before  the  vote  is  declared.  If  before  such  time  a  member 
states  to  the  House  that  he  has  paired  with  another  member, 
and  how  each  would  vote  upon  the  pending  question,  the  fact 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  immediately  after  the  record  of 
the  yeas  and  na3's,  and  such  member  shall  be  excused  from 
voting. 

[Amended  Jan.  4, 1878;  also  April  2, 1878.] 

67.  The  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  decided  without 
debate.  If  the  yeas  and  nays  have  been  ordered  before  the 
question  is  put,  the  proceedings  under  Rules  63,  64,  and  65, 
shall  be  omitted :  if  not,  they  may  be  called  for,  in  lieu  of  a 
return  by  divisions,  when  the  Speaker's  announcement  is  doubted 
by  a  member  rising  in  his  place,  and,  if  then  ordered,  the  pro- 
ceedings under  Rules  64  and  65,  shall  be  omitted. 

BeconaidercUion. 

68.  When  a  vote  has  passed  (except  as  provided  in  the  next 
rule) ,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  move  the  recon- 
sideration thereof  on  the  same  or  the  succeeding  day,  and  such 
motion,  if  made  on  the  same  day,  shall  (except  in  the  last  week 
of  the  session)  be  placed  first  in  the  orders  of  the  next  day  after 
that  on  which  it  is  made ;  but,  if  first  moved  on  such  succeeding 
day,  it  shall  be  forthwith  considered :  provided^  however j  that  a 
motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  upon  any  incidental  or  subsidiary 
question  shall  not  remove  the  main  subject  under  consideration 
from  before  the  House,  but  shall  be  considered  at  the  time  when 
it  is  made. 

69.  When  a  motion  for  reconsideration  is  decided,  that 
decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered,  and  no  question  shall  be 
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twice  reconsidered;  nor  shall  any  vote  be  reconsidered  upon 
either  of  the  following  motions :  — 

to  adjourn, 

to  lay  on  the  table, 

to  take  from  the  table ;  or 

for  the  previous  question. 

70.  Debate  on  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be  limited  to 
thirty  minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy  more  than  five 
minutes. 

[For  rule  requiring  the  Clerk  to  i«tain  papers,  except,  etc.,  until  the 
right  of  reconsideration  has  ezpire4f  see  Bulel5.],. 

Rules  of  Debate. 

71.  Every  member,  when  about  to  speak,  shall  rise  and 
respectfully  address  the  Speaker,  shall  confine  himself  to  the 
question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality,  and  shall  sit 
down  when  he  has  finished.  No  member  shall  speak  out  of  his 
place  without  leave  of  the  Speaker. 

72.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the 
Speaker  shall  name  the  member  entitled  to  the  floor,  preferring 
one  who  rises  in  his  place  to  one  who  does  not. 

73.  No  member  shall  interrupt  another  while  speaking, 
except  by  rising  to  call  to  order. 

74.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  to  the  prevention 
of  those  who  have  not  spoken  and  desire  to  speak  on  the  same 
question,  nor  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  without 
leave  of  the  House. 

Motions. 

75.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speaker 
so  directs. 

76.  A  motion  need  not  be  seconded,  and  may  be  withdrawn 
by  the  mover  if  no  objection  is  made. 

77.  A  motion  to  a<^ourn  shall  be  always  first  in  order,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate ;  and,  on  the  motions  to  lay  on 
the  table  and  to  take  fh)m  the  table,  not  exceeding  ten  minutes 
shall  be  allowed  for  debate ;  and  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  three  minutes.

[For  application  to  be  excused  from  voting,  to  be  decided  without  debate,

[For  call  for  yeas  and  nays,  to  be  decided  without  debate,  see  Rule  67.] 
[For  questions  of  order  arising  after  the  previous  question  is  moved,  to  be 

decided  without  debate,  except  on  appeal,  see  Rule  81.] 
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78.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  until  it  is  disposed 
of  the  Speaker  shall  receive  no  motion  that  does  not  relate  to 
the  same,  except  the  motion  to  adjourn,  or  some  other  motion 
that  has  precedence  either  by  express  rule  of  the  House  or 
because  it  is  privileged  in  its  nature ;  and  he  shall  receive  no 
motion  relating  to  the  same^  except,  -— - 

to  lay  on  the  table,  See  Rule  77,  above, 

for  the  previous  question,  See  Rules  79-84,  below, 

to  close  the  debate  at  a  specified  time.  See  Rules  83, 84 below, 

to  postpone  to  a  time  certain.  See  Rule  85,  below, 

to  commit  (or  recommit) ,  See  Rule  86,  below, 

to  amend,  See  Rule  87-90,  below. 

to  refer  to  the  next  General  Court, 

or  to  postpone  indefinitely,  See  Rule  91,  below. 

Which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in 
ivhich  they  are  arranged  in  this  rule. 

PrevioiLB  Question. 

79.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put  in  the  following  form, 
^^ Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?*'  and  all  debate  upon 
the  main  question  shall  be  suspended  until  the  previous  question 
is  decided. 

80.  On  the  previous  question,  not  exceeding  ten  minutes 
shall  be  allowed  for  debate,  and  that  only  to  give  reasons  why 
the  main  question  should  not  be  put ;  and  no  member  shall  speak 
more  than  three  minutes. 

81.  All  questions  of  order  arising  after  a  motion  is  made 
for  the  previous  question  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  ex- 
cepting on  appeal ;  and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak 

more  than  once  without  leave  of  the  House. 
[See  Rule  92.] 

82.  The  adoption  of  the  previous  question  shall  put  an  end 
to  all  debate,  except  as  provided  in  Rule  84,  and  bring  the 
House  to  a  direct  vote  upon  pending  amendments,  if  any,  in 
their  regular  order,  and  then  upon  the  main  question. 


Motion  to  close  Debate  at  a  Specified  Time, 

83.  A  motion  to  close  the  debate  at  a  specified  time  shall  be 
put  not  less  than  thirty  minutes  before  the  time  stated.  In  case 
the  time  is  extended  by  unanimous  consent,  the  same  rule  shall

apply  at  the  end  of  the  extended  time  as  at  the  time  originally 
fixed.

84.  When  debate  is  closed  by  ordering  the  previous  ques- 
tion, or  by  a  vote  to  close  debate  at  a  specified  time,  the  member 
in  charge  of  the  measure  und^r  consideration  shall  be  allowed 
to  speak  ten  minutes,  and  may  grant  to  aay  other  member  any 
portion  of  his  time.  When  the  measure  under  consideration  has 
been  referred  to  the  committee  on  Finance  under  House  Rule 
42,  the  member  originally  reporting  it  shall  be  considered  in 
charge,  except  where  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Finance 
is  substantially  difiTerent  from  that  referred  to  them ;  in  which 
case  the  member  originally  reporting  the  measure,  and  the  mem- 
ber of  the  Finance  committee  reporting  thereon,  shall  each  be 
allowed  to  speak  five  minutes,  the  latter  to  have  the  close. 

[Amended  March  28, 1877.] 

Motion  to  postpone  to  a  Time  Certain. 

85.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  postpone  to  a  time  certain, 
and  different  times  are  proposed,  the  question  shall  first  be 
taken  on  the  most  remote  time ;  and  the  time  shall  be  deter- 
mined before  the  question  is  put  on  postponement,  which  may 
then  be  rejected  if  the  House  see  fit. 

Motion  to  Commit. 

86.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  commit,  and  different  com- 
mittees are  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  taken  in  the  follow- 
ing order :  — 

a  standing  committee  of  the  House, 

a  select  committee  of  the  House, 

a  joint  standing  committee, 

a  joint  select  committee ; 
and  a  subject  may  be  recommitted  to  the  same  committee,  or  to 
another  committee,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  House. 

Motions  to  Amend. 

87.  A  motion  to  amend  an  amendment  may  be  received ;  but 
no  amendment  in  the  third  degree  shall  be  allowed. 
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88.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  different  firom 
that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of 
amendment. 

89.  A  question  containing  two  or  more  propositions  capable 
of  division  shall  be  divided  whenever  desired  by  any  member. 
When  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  is  thus  divided,  the  fail- 
ure of  the  motion  to  strike  out  shall  not  preclude  amendment ; 
or,  if  the  motion  to  strike  out  prevails,  the  matter  proposed  to 
be  inserted  shall  be  open  to  amendment  before  the  question  is 
taken  on  inserting  it. 

90.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  longest  time  shall 
be  put  first. 

Equivalent  far  Motion  to  postpone  indefinitely. 

91.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  clause  of  a  bill  shall 
be  equivalent  to  a  motion  to  postpone  indefinitely. 

Appeal. 

92.  No  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Speaker  shall  be  enter- 
tained, unless  it  is  seconded ;  and  no  other  business  shall  be  in 
order  until  the  question  on  the  appeal  has  been  disposed  of. 

[See  Bale  81.] 

Resolves. 

93.  Such  of  these  Rules  and  Orders  as  are  applicable  to  bills, 
whether  of  the  House  or  of  the  Senate,  shall  apply  likewise  to 
such  Resolves  as  require  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate,  and 
approval  by  the  Governor,  in  order  to  become  laws,  and  have 
force  as  such.  Except  in  Rule  52,  the  word  ''bill"  shall  be 
equivalent  to  the  word  "  resolve  "  in  the  same  place. 

Elections  by  Ballot. 

94.  A  time  shall  be  assigned  for  elections  by  ballot,  at  least 
one  day  previous  thereto. 

Secret  Session. 

95.  All  proceedings  in  secret  session,  and  matters  relating 
thereto,  shall  be  kept  secret  until  the  House  removes  the  injunc- 
tion of  secrec}'. 

Seats. 

96.  (1.)  The  desk  on  the  right  of  the  Speaker  shall  T)e 
assigned  to  the  use  of  the  Clerk  and  such  persons  as  he  may

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employ  to  assist  him,  and  that  on  the  left,  to  the  use  of  the  Chair- 
men of  the  committees  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  and  on 
Engrossed  Bills. 

(2.)  The  senior  member  of  the  House,  and  the  oldest  mem- 
ber of  the  House  who  is  not  the  senior  member,  shall  be  allowed 
to  select  their  seats,  from  those  not  otherwise  assigned,  before 
the  drawing  of  seats  by  the  members.

(3.)     The  seat  numbered  11   in  Uie  first  division  shall  be 

assigned  to  the  use  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  on  the 

Judiciary,  and  that  numbered  4  in  the  sixth  division,  to  the 

use  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  on  Finance. 
[Amended  Jan.  7, 1878.] 

(4.)    The  followiAg  seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the  use  of  the 
monitors :  ^— 
Those  numbered  30  and  .34  in  the  first  division ; 

100  and  104  in  the  second  division ; 
96  and    99  in  the  third  division  ; 
92  and    95  in  the  fourth  division ; 
87  and    91  in  the  fifth  division ;  and 
15  and    19  in  the  sixth  division. 
(5.)     The  first  business  in  order,  after  the  appointment  of 
standing  committees  and  monitors  is  announced  by  the  Speaker, 
shall  be  the  drawing  of  the  other  seats  upon  the  fioor  of  the 
House. 

(6.)  The  Clerk  shall  call  the  roll  of  the  members  in  alpha- 
betical order,  omitting  the  names  of  the  Speaker,  the  senior 
member,  the  oldest  member,  the  chairmen  of  committees  herein- 
before mentioned,  and  the  monitors ;  and  the  drawing  shall  be 
had  in  presence  of  the  House,  under  the  supervision  of  a  com- 
mittee of  three  selected  from  the  members  mentioned  in  this 
paragraph. 

(7.)  The  seat  assigned  to  any  member,  or  drawn  by  him, 
shall  be  his  seat  for  the  year,  unless  an  exchange  is  made,  and 
notice  thereof  given  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  within  ten  days 
firom  the  day  of  the  drawing. 

Privilege  op  the  Floor. 

97.  (1.)  Every  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  intro- 
ducing upon  the  fioor  of  the  House,  to  occupy  (for  that  day)  any 
seat  then  vacant  not  belonging  to  a  member,  or  belonging  to  a 
member  who  is  absent,  not  more  than  one  person  at  the  same 
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time,  such  person  not  having  any  private  interest  in  any  meas- 
ure before  the  legislature  distinct  from  the  public  interest :  pro- 
vided that  in  any  case  when,  by  the  exercise  of  this  privilege  on 
the  part  of  some  of  the  members,  the  vacant  seats  have  been 
filled,  and  the  Speaker  so  announces,  the  farther  exercise  of  the 
privilege  shall  be  suspended  for  that  day,  or  until  one  or  more 
of  the  seats  thus  filled  are  vacated. 

(2.)  The  Speaker  may  also  invite  visitors  not  inhabitants  of 
this  Commonwealth,  without  limit  of  number^  to  seats  (not  num- 
bered) upon  the  floor  of  the  Honse. 

(3.)  Contestants  for  seats  in  the  House,  whose  papers  are  in 
the  hands  of  the  committee  on  Elections,  may  be  admitted,  while 
their  cases  are  pending,  to  seats  to  be  assigned  by  the  Speaker. 

(4.)  Senators,  and  the  principal  officers*  in  the  executive 
and  judicial  departments  of  the  civil  government  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, the  Chaplains  of  both  Houses,  and  Clerk  of  the 
Senate,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  whenever  they  may  have 
occasion  to  visit  the  House,  and  may  occupy  any  of  the  seats 
not  numbered  which  they  may  find  vacant,  or  any  seats  which 
may  be  assigned  by  the  Speaker  for  their  use  for  the  time  being. 

Representatives'  Chamber. 

98.  Use  of  the  Representatives'  Chamber  shall  not  be  granted, 
except  by  a  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present. 

Parliamentary  Practice:. 

99.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  shall  govern  the 
House  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicaUe,  and  in  which 
they  are  not  inconsistent  with  these  Rales  and  Orders,  or  the 
Joint  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  two  branches. 

Suspension,  Amendment,  and  Repeal. 

100.  Nothing  in  these  Rules  and  Orders  shall  be  dispensed 
with,  altered,  or  repealed,  unless  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  consent  thereto ;  but  this  rule,  and  Rules  39,  48,  and 
98,  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  by  unanimous  consent  of  the 
members  present.

a  committee  on  Education ; 

a  committee  on  Expenditures ; 

a  committee  on  Federal  Relations ; 

a  committee  on  the  Fisheries ; 

a  committee  on  Harbors ; 

a  committee  on  Insurance ; 

a  committee  on  the  Library ; 

a  committee  on  Manufactures ; 

a  committee  on  Mercantile  Affairs ; 

a  committee  on  Military  Affairs ; 

a  committee  on  Parishes  and  Religions  Societies ; 

a  committee  on  Printing ; 

a  committee  on  Prisons ; 

a  committee  on  Public  Charitable  Institutions ; 

a  committee  on  Public  Lands ; 

a  committee  on  Railroads ; 

a  committee  on  Roads  and  Bridges ; 

a  committee  on  the  State  House ; 

a  committee  on  Street  Railways  ; 

a  committee  on  Towns ; 

a  committee  on  Water-Supply  and  Drainage ; 

And  each  of  said  committees  shall  consist  of  two  on  the  part  of 
the  Senate,  and  five  on  the  part  of  the  House,  except  the  com- 
mittee on  Banks  and  Banking,  the  committee  on  Claims,  the 
committee  on  Harbors,  the  committee  on  Mercantile  Affairs, 
the  committee  on  Military  Affairs,  the  committee  on  Prisons, 
the  committee  on  Public  Charitable  Institutions,  the  committee 
on  Railroads,  the  committee  on  Street  Railway's,  and  the  com- 
mittee on  Water-Supply  and  Drainage,  which  shall  each  consist 
of  three  members  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  and  eight  members 
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on  the  part  of  the  House;  except  the  ooamSl^mkQKL  Expendi- 
tures, which  shall  consist  of  the  committee  on  the  lYeasaij,  of 
the  Senate,  and  the  committee  on  Finance,  of  the  House,  and 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  early  in  each  session,  to  examine  care- 
fully into  all  the  expenses  of  the  Commonwealth  with  a  view  to 
€nich  retrenchment  as  may  be  found  practicable.  No  member 
of  either  house  shall  act  as  counsel  for  any  party  before  any 

committee  of  the  legislature.

Rule  2.  The  joint  committee  on  the  two  houses  may  report 
by  bill,  resolve,  or  otherwise,  to  either  house,  at  their  discre- 
tion ;  and  all  bills  and  resolves  reported  by  them  shall  be  fairly 
written  in  a  legible  hand,  without  material  erasure  or  interlinea- 
tion, on  not  less  than  one  sheet  of  paper,  with  suitable  margins, 
and  spaces  between  the  several  sections;  dates  and  numbers 
being  written  in  words  at  length. 

Rule  3.  Reports  of  Joint  committees  may  be  recommitted 
to  the  same  committees  at  the  pleasure  of  the  house  first  acting 
thereon,  without  asking  the  concurrence  of  the  other  branch ; 
and  bills  or  resolves  which  have  been  previously  acted  on  in  one 
branch  may  be  recommitted  in  the  other  without  a  concurrent 
vote,  excepts  when  recommitted  with  instructions :  provided^ 
that,  after  such  recommitment,  report  shall  in  all  cases  be  made 
to  the  branch  which  shall  have  ordered  such  recommitment. 

Rule  4.  Whenever  a  report  is  made  from  any  committee  to 
either  house,  and  the  subject-matter  thereof  is  subsequently  re- 
ferred therein  to  a  joint  committee,  such  committee  shall  report 
its  action  to  the  branch  in  which  the  original  report  was  made. 

Rule  5.  If  any  part  of  the  report  of  a  committee  over  the 
signature  of  the  chairman  or  members  of  the  committee  is 
amended  in  either  branch,  the  Clerk  of  that  branch  shall  indorse 
upon  the  report  such  amendment. 

[Thia  rule  was  adopted  Jan.  10, 1874.] 

'  Rule  6.  Whenever « upon  any  application  for  an  act  of 
incorporation,  or  other  special  legislation,  the  purpose  for  which 
such  legislation  is  sought  can  be  secured  under  general  laws, 
the  committee  to  which  the  matter  is  referred  shall  in  all  cases 
report  *'  leave  to  withdraw,**  or  "  inexpedient  to  legislate." 

Rule  7.  All  papers,  while  on  their  passage  between  the  two 
houses,  may  be  under  the  signature  of  the  i*espective  Clerks, 
except  bills  and  resolves  in  their  last  stage.  Messages  may  be 
sent  by  such  persons  as  each  house  may  direct. 
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Bulb  8.  After  bills  shall  have  passed  both  houses  to  be 
engrossed,  they  shall  be  iu  the  charge  of  the  Clerks  of  the  two 
houses,  who  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, to  be  engrossed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law ; 
and,  when  engrossed,  the  said  Clerks  shall  forthwith  deliver  the 
same  to  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  on 
Engrossed  Bills ;  and,  when  the  same  shall  have  passed  to  be 
enacted  in  that  house,  they  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  deltvered  to 
the  committee  of  the  Senate  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

Rdle  9.  If  SLuy  bill,  resolve,  or  order  originating  in  one 
branch,  shall  fail  to  pass  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be 
given,  under  the  signature  of  the  Clerk,  to  the  branch  in  which 

the  same  originated. 

[Amended  Jan.  8, 1878.] 

RiiLE  10.  The  Clerk  of  the  house  in  which  a  bill  originated 
shall  make  an  indorsement  thereon,  certifying  in  which  house 
the  same  originated  ;  which  indorsement  shall  be  entered  on  the 
jouraals  by  the  Clerks  respectively. 

After  said  bills  shall  have  passed  both  houses  to  be  enacted, 
the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  lay  them  before  the  Governor  for 
his  approbation,  and  shall  enter  upon  the  journal  of  the  Senate 
the  day  on  which  the  same  were  laid  before  the  Governor. 

Rule  1 1 .  All  resolves  and  other  papers  which  are  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Governor  for  his  approbation  shall  be  laid  before 
him  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  in  the  case  of  bills. 

Rule  12.  All  resolves  proposing  amendments  of  the  Consti- 
tution shall  have  three  several  readings  in  each  house,  and  the 
final  question  upon  adopting  the  same  shall  be  taken  by  yeas 
and  nays. 

Rule  13.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  preside  in  con- 
ventions of  the  two  branches ;  and  such  conventions  shall  be 
holden  in  the  Representatives'  Chamber.  The  Clerk  of  the  Senate 
shall  be  clerk  of  the  convention,  and  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  convention  shall  be  entered  at  large  on  the  journals 
of  both  branches. 

Rule  14.  When  an  agreement  has  been  made  by  the  two 
branches  to  go  into  convention,  such  agreement  shall  not  be 
altered  or  annulled,  except  by  concurrent  vote. 

Rule  15.  No  business  shall  be  entered  on,  in  convention, 
other  than  that  which  may  be  agreed  on  before  the  convention 
is  formed. 

Rule  16.  In  all  elections  by  joint  ballot  a  time  shall  be 
assigned  therefor  at  least  one  day  previous  to  such  election. 
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Rule  17.  The  joint  assembly  required  to  be  held  by  the  Act 
of  Congress  approved  July  25,  1866,  entitled  "An  Act  to  reg- 
ulate the  times  and  manner  of  holding  elections  for  senators  in 
Congress,"  shall  be  deemed  a  convention  of  the  two  branches ; 
and  the  proceedings  therein  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  said  Act.  The  President  of  the  convention  shall 
receive  no  motion  on  Bjxy  day  until  one  vote  for  senator  has 
been  taken.  After  one  vote  for  senator  has  been  taken,  no 
motion  shall  be  in  order,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn,  for  a  recess, 
or  to  proceed  to  vote  for  senator ;  and  these  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement,  and  shall  be 
decided  without  debate.  If  a  motion  is  made  for  a  recess,  and 
different  times  are  proposed,  the  question  shall  first  be  taken  on 
the  most  remote  time ;  and  the  time  shall  be  determined,  but 
without  debate,  before  the  question  is  put  upon  taking  the 
recess.  On  either  of  the  questions  permitted  by  this  rule  the 
sense  of  the  convention  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  na^^s  when- 
ever required  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present.  When  the 
yeas  and  nays  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  convention  shall  be 
called  in  alphabetical  order ;  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed  to 
vote  who  was  not  on  the  floor  when  his  name  was  called,  or 
before  the  roll-call  was  finished.  The  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  18.  Committees  of  Conference  shall  consist  of  three 
members  on  the  part  of  each  house,  representing  its  vote ;  and 
their  report,  if  agreed  to  by^  a  majority  of  each  committee,  shall 
be  made  to  the  branch  asking  the  conference,  and  ma}^  be  either 
accepted  or  rejected ;  but  no  other  action  shall  be  had,  except 
through  a  new  committee  of  Conference. 

Rule  19.  Joint  committees  shall  make  final  report  upon  all 
matters  previously  referred  to  them,  on  or  before  the  twenty- 
second  day  of  March,  unless  farther  time  is  granted  for  cause. 

Rule  20 .  All  petitions,  memorials,  and  applications  embraced 
in  the  provisions  of  chapter  2  of  the  General  Statutes,  and 
chapter  91  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1862,  which  shall  be  pre- 
sented in  either  house  after  the  twenty-second  day  of  February, 
and  all  other  subjects  of  legislation  which  shall  be  proposed  or 
introduced  after  the  first  day  of  March,  shall  be  referred  to  the 
next  General  Court.  This  rule  shall  not  be  rescinded,  amended, 
or  suspended,  except  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the 
members  of  each  house  present  and  voting  thereon. 

[Amended  Jan.  5, 1877;  also  Jan.  8, 1878.] 
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EuLE  21.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  the  rights  of  indi- 
vidaals,  or  private  or  municipal  corporations,  shall  be  reported 
by  a  committee,  unless  notice  has  been  given  to  all  parties 
interested,  by  public  advertisement  or  otherwise,  without  ex- 
pense to  the  Commonwealth ;  or  unless  satisfactory  evidence  is 
produced  that  the  parties  interested  have  either  received  notice 
in  writing,  or  have  in  writing*waived  notice. 

Rule  22.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  directly  the  legal  rights 
of  individuals  or  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it  affects  gen- 
erally the  interests  of  the  whole  people  of  the  Commonwealth, 
or  of  the  cities  or  towns  to  which  it  specifically  applies,  shall  be 
proposed  or  introduced,  by  amendment  or  otherwise,  except  by 
report  of  a  committee,  upon  petition  dulj^  presented  and  referred. 

Rule  23.  The  committees  on  Printing  may  make  regulations 
for  the  distribution  of  all  documents  printed  or  assigned  for  the 
use  of  the  legislature,  not  otherwise  disposed  of;  such  regulations 
to  be  reported  to  and  subject  to  the  order  of  the  two  branches. 

Under  the  general  order  to  print  a  report,  bill,  or  other  docu- 
ment, the  number  printed  shall  be  eight  hundred,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Governor's  Inaugural  Address,  of  which  fifteen 
hundred  copies  may  be  printed  without  special  order. 

Leave  to  report  in  print  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize 
the  printing  of  extended  reports  of  evidence. 

No  printing,  except  as  aforesaid,  and  no  binding  or  engraving, 
shall  be  ordered,  except  upon  the  report  of  the  joint  committee 
on  Printing,  accepted  by  the  legislature. 

Bills,  reports,  and  other  documents,  printed  under  the  general
